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Younger hopes for executions 
Ruling upholding death penalty hailed, assailed 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger 


said he hoped the U.S. Supreme Court death penalty 
ruling Friday would quickly clear the way for execu- 
tions of California's 58 death row inmates. 


The state's top law enforcement official said at a 


San Francisco news conference that he thought the 
court's 7-2 vote, which ruled death for murder is not a 
cruel and unusual punishment as prohibited by the 
Constitution, upheld the 1972 California state death 
penalty statute adopted by a 2-1-vote of the people. 


"I hope we can get down to where there is an 


orderly carrying out of executions in the near future," 
Younger said. 


However, there was a great deal of uncertainty 


among legal experts about how the high court ruling 
affected California's death row population and the 
state's own death penalty law. 


Because the U.S. high court ruling was not on a 


California case, it did not directly uphold or strike down 


the state death penalty law, which is based on state 
constitutional grounds. 


That state law is being challenged by a pending 


case before the state Supreme Court, which once before, 
in 1972, ruled a California capital punishment law uncon- 
stitutional. 


And in addition to its ruling upholding the death 


penalty, the U.S. Supreme Court struck down laws in 
two states that, like California's, make capital punish- 
ment mandatory for specific crimes. 


At San Quentin, where the state's apple-green gas 


chamber is located, prison spokesman BUI Merkle said: 


"We'll probably have to order supplies for it — 


sulfuric acid and cyanide." 


The last execution in that chamber took place in 


April 1967 when inmate Aaron Mitchell died, and Ed- 
mund Brown Jr. was among the protesters standing 
outside San Quentin's gates. 


Since becoming governor, Brown has said that 


although he personally opposes the death penalty, he 
will uphold the law. He added Friday he would consider 
each plea for clemency on its merits. 


Legal experts said they did not expect the state 


Supreme Court to rule on the challenge to the state 
death penalty statute until the fall — delaying any 
executions until after that decision. 


In the pending state case, Donald Bernard was 


convicted of killing a teen-age San Bernardino couple. 
The state court has accepted written arguments in the 
case. The court declined any comment Friday. 


California has had a mandatory death penalty since 


1974, when Prop. 17 went into effect requiring capital 
punishment for 11 specific crimes, including first-degree 
murder of an on-duty policeman.

With pride in their past and hope for 


the future, Americans this weekend kicked 
off the nation's 200th birthday party — a 
multimillion-dollar Bicentennial extrava- 
ganza as diverse as the country's heritage. 


Five Bicentennial wagon trains con- 


verged on Valley Forge, Pa., and a fleet of 
ships, led by 17 • square-riggers, was' en 
route from Newport, R.I., to New York City 
and "Operation Sail," a Sunday display of 
naval vessels unmatched in decades. 


Much of the attention was focused on 


the East Coast cities that played a key part 
in the United States' early history — Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, New York and Washing- 
ton. 


But the spirit of independence and indi- 


viduality was, perhaps, best displayed in 
the thousands of events — some sober, 
some silly — in town? and cities across the 
country starting Friday and running 
through Monday. 


There was something for everyone: re- 


creations of revolutionary events and dedi- 
cation of a landing site for flying saucers. 


Sports and speeches. Parades and parties. 
Fireworks and frisbees. Organizers boasted 
of plans for the longest this, the largest 
that, or the first of something else. 


The White House said more than 10,000 


persons would be sworn in as naturalized 
U.S. citizens in special Bicentennial cere- 
monies in over a dozen cities on July 4. 
Some 7,000 persons are expected to take the 
oath in Miami alone. 


The government estimated that federal 


expenditures so far for the Bicentennial 
have totaled $400 million, including $51.8 
million to the American Revolutionary 
Bicentennial Commission. 


A key event on July 4 will be the 


pealing of bells, starting at 2 p.m., sup- 
posed to be the exact moment the Liberty 
Bell in Philadelphia announced the Decla- 
ration of Independence. The Liberty Bell 
itself is too fragile to be struck, but mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania Society will make 
do with a ring of the Centennial Bell. 


Other bellringers across the country 


will follow suit "Let every American re- 
solve that this nation, under God, will meet 


the future with the same courage and dedi- 
cation Americans showed the world two 
centuries ago," said President Ford in urg- 
ing the bell-ringing. 


There were some discordant notes: 


protests in several cities, labor troubles in 
Philadelphia and Detroit, smaller-than ex- 
pected crowds in some areas, worries 
about fatal accidents in New York. 


But the over-all mood of the country as 


the year-long parade of Bicentennial events 
came to a July 4 climax was one of exuber- 
ance. 


The Bicentennial wagon trains — some 


2,000 persons in 200 covered wagons repre- 
senting all 50 states — planned to make 
camp Saturday afternoon at Valley Forge, 
where George Washington wintered with 
his troops. 


Ford, in one of six speeches scheduled 


for the five-day period that started Thurs- 
day, planned a Sunday visit to Valley Forge 
to sign a bill making the area a national 
park.

one to fill the No. 2 spot. 
He was picked from a list 
of 184 which included six 
top officers on the Long 
Beach force. 


The four finalists in- 


cluded Ixing Beach Capt. 


William F. Stovall; Walter 
Pudinski, former Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol 
commissioner, and Inspec- 
tor John Graham of the 
Los Angeles County Sher- 
iff's Department. 


THE five men spear- 


heading the opposition to 
Calkins are Deputy Chief 
Robert Hill, Stovall, Lt 
Doug Bostard, Sgt. Bill

Transcript reveals Mayer fear

Former Long Beach 


Planning Director Ernest 
Mayer Jr. backed out of a 
plan to help a prominent 
Long Beach attorney with 
a development in Carson 
because he feared investi- 
gations of corruption into 
Long Beach city govern- 
ment, according to a 
grand jury transcript 
released Friday. 


Part of the transcript, a 


taped conversation be- 
tween Mayer and Long 
Beach architect James 
Coppedge, said Mayer 
stepped out of the deal 
with attorney George Hart 
because he decided it 


"wasn't worth it" 


Mayer said in the con- 


versation that he had turn- 
ed the project over to for- 
mer Huntington Beach 
Planning Director Ken- 
neth A. Reynolds. 


The transcript in which 


the taped conversation 
was entered was taken 
from proceedings before 
the Los Angeles County 
grand jury last May. 


Mayer was indicted by 


the jury June 2 on two 
counts of bribery stem- 
ming from his alleged ac- 
ceptance of more than 
$50,000 in bribes from Cop- 
pedge and another Long 
Beach architect, Claflin A. 
Ballance. 


According to another 


section of the transcript, 
Coppedge and Ballance 
testified that Mayer had 
what amounted to "dic- 
tatorial" powers over the 
Long Beach Planning 
C o m m i s s i o n , w h i c h 
"rubber-stamped" 
his 


recommendations. 


"If you wished to have a 


project developed in Long 
Beach, you had to have his 
approval or you (got) no 
further," Coppedge told 
the jury. 
" . . . The planning 


director had assumed over 
the years a posture where 
his recommendations were 
couched virtually as a fiat 
to the commission," Coo- 


edge said. 


The Carson land devel- 


opment project was dis- 
cussed in a tape recording 
made Jan. 23,1976. 


Mayer—unaware that 


he was being taped—dis- 
cussed the development 
with Coppedge and said he 
had been drawn into in- 
volvement in the project 
by attorney Hart. 


Copies of feasibility 


studies on the project, 70 
acres south of the frontage 
road for the Artesia Free- 
way between Main Street 
and Avalon Boulevard, 
were found in Mayer's 
apartment shortly 
after 


his arrest. 


The Carson City Council 


recently rejected an ap- 
peal on a zone change for 
the land which is control- 
led by Union Bank and 
Title Insurance and Trust 
Co. as trustees of an es- 
tate. 


In the taped conversa- 


tion, Mayer describes it as 
a "fine piece of property" 
and says Hart "led me to 
it and wanted me to do the 
work on (it) but after 
thinking about it, the 
investigations (probes of 
alleged civic corruption in 
Long Beach city govern- 
ment) that were a prob- 
lem at the time and every- 
thing I decided that there 


commander to invesigate 
a complaint from a down- 
town bar owner about po- 
lice "rousting."

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — A powerful 


bomb ripped through the lunchtime crowd in a dining 
hal! for federal antiguerrilla police Friday, killing 18 
persons and injuring 66, the army reported. 


A spokesman said 11 of the injured were hi grave 


condition. 


A source said authorities had difficulty counting 


the dead and injured because the bomb had literally 
shredded bodies. Another said the blast caused the 
dining hall ceiling to cave in. 


"DEBRIS IS STILL being removed" from the 


heavily damaged building, an army communique 
stated. More than 100 policemen were estimated to 
have been in the hall at the time. 


The explosion, in a seven-story downtown build- 


ing, occurred several hours after troops and police 
reported killing 17 guerrillas in a clash around Argen- 
tina's biggest army base. 


In another development in Argentina's continu- 


ing political troubles, 27 Chilean exiles took refuge at 
the Canadian embassy in Buenos Aires, an official 
there said Friday. He said the refugees felt threat- 
ened in Argentina. 


The government said three soldiers were wound- 


ed in the predawn battle with guerrillas outside the 
Campo de Mayo army base, 20 miles north of Buenos 
Aires. 


The army said guerrillas opened fire and hurled 


grenades at a military truck traveling near a eamp 
arsenal. The soldiers, with police support, returned 
the fire, killing 12 attackers, then pursued those 
fleeing and killed five more, the army said. 


The deaths raised to 37 the number of guerrillas 


reported killed in three days of fighting between 
leftist insurgents and the forces of Argentina's mili- 
tary government. 
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Ford vetoes bill delaying base closures 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


President Ford vetoed a 
$3.3 billion military con- 
struction bill Friday, say- 
ing he objected to a provi- 
sion that gives Congress a 
review of military base 
closings. It was Ford's 
50th veto. 


•The President told Con- 
gress the bill is generally 
acceptable in providing a 
comprehensive construc- 
tion program for fiscal 
year 1977. "One provision, 
however, is highly objec- 
tionable," he said. 


He said the objection- 


able section "would 
prohibit certain base clo- 
sures or the reduction of 


civilian personnel at cer- 
tain military installations, 
unless the proposed action 
is reported to Congress 
and a period of nine 
months elapses, during 
which time the military 
department 
concerned 


would be required to iden- 
tify the full range of envi- 
ronmental impacts of the 
proposed action." 


The Pentagon had 


recommended that Ford 
veto the bill because it 
said it would be forced to 
.delay shutdowns or cut- 
backs at some 16 military 
bases lor at least a year. 
It would delay the elimina- 
tion of 10,000 military and 


civilian positions and pre- 
vent the military from 
saving about $150 million 
in the year. 


Ford also said the provi- • 


sion was not sound 
government policy be- 
cause it would substitute 
an arbitrary time limit 
and set of requirements 
for the current procedures 
under which base closures 
and reductions are effect- 
ed. 


He said the current 


procedures comply with 
the national environmen- 
tal policy act and ade- 
quately take into account 
all other relevant consid- 


erations, and afford 
extensive opportunity for 
public and congressional 
involvement. 


"By imposing unneces- 


sary delays in base clo- 
sures and reductions the 
bill's requirements would 
generate a budgetary 
drain on the defense dollar 
which should be used to 
strengthen, our 
military 


capabilities," he added. 


The President also said 


the section "raises serious 
questions by its attempt to 
limit my powers over mili- 
tary bases. The President 
must be able, if the need 
arises, to change or re- 
dace the mission at any 


military installation if and 
when that becomes neces- 
sary." 


He added that the bill 


provides only a limited 
waiver of the require- 
ments in case of military 
emergency or national se- 
curity.

Jan. 1. He asked the dele- 
gates for their support in 
his efforts to remain on 
the job until next year. 


Wilkins has been an em- 


ploye of the NAACP for 44 
years. His name has been 
synonomous for two dec- 
ades with the organization 
that brought the school de- 
segegation issue, as well 
as other equal rights ques- 
tions, successfully before 
the U.S. Supreme Court.

A Los Angeles Superior Court judge said Friday 


that a doctor charged with killing 17 infants at his 
cut-rate baby clinic may continue to practice medi- 
cine. 


Judge Charles Vogel ruled that Pr. Joseph 


Emory, indicted on multiple murder charges in the 
deaths, could continue to practice, but only under 
strict supervision. 


And, Vogcl said, Emory, 55, could not deliver 


any more babies. 


Emory and his wife, Harriet, 52, were still in 


county jail Friday, held on bail of $200,000 each. 
Their son Alan, 32, was being held on $100,000 bail. 


Following a lengthy hearing, Vogel also ruled in 


a related case that the State Board of Osteopathic 
Examiners could not suspend Emory's probationary 
license without a hearing. 


Emory, whose license was reinstated after a 


second-degree murder conviction 16 years ago, has 
been indicted by the county grand jury on 51 counts, 
including murder, conspiracy and child endangering. 
His wife and son have also been indicted, as well as 
six other persons. 


In his ruling, Vogel said Emory had to refrain 


'from "performing or assisting in any obstretrical, 
gynecological, or surgical procedure" pending a trial 
-on a civil suit brought by the state health director. 


The judge said if Emory continued to practice 


surgery and obstetrics, "there would be a substantial 
risk to the community-, and the public's health would 
be jeopardized." 


But he indicated a total ban on Emory's medical 


practice might jeopardize the doctor's rights to due 
process.

President's advisers still believe that the unemployment 
rate will go below 7 per cent by the end of the year, 
vl. 
"WE DID NOT EXPECT the unemployment to go 


straight down without a monthly uptick or two," Nessen 
said. 


Unemployment increased in June for nearly every 


category of the nation's labor force, except teen-agers. 
Even worse, in the opinion of some analysts, was a rise 
of nearly two weeks in the average duration of unem- 
ployment, which jumped to 16.9 weeks, equal to the 
recession high of last December. 


Among adult men, unemployment rose from 5.6 per 


cent in May to 6 per cent in June; for women, from 6.8 
to 7 1 per cent; for whites, from 6.6 to 6.8 per cent, and 
for blacks, from 12.2 to 13.3 per cent. Teen-age unem- 
ployment remained unchanged at about 18.4 per cent. 


Unemployment among construction workers rose to 


17 per cent, up from 14.1 per cent in May, and the 
jobless rate for blue-collar craft workers cHmbed 7.3 per 
cent, up from 6.2 per cent.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


California's public schools 
generally did well in the 
new state budget approved 
Friday, but colleges once 
again were a target of 
selective slashes from 
Gov. Brown's scalpel. 


Brown chopped off a 


University of California 
medical clinic in Orange 
County, knocked out 34 
proposed state college 
teaching positions, and cut 
the size of student scholar- 
ships. 


He also set most state 


employe salary increases 
— including every public 
college and university em- 
ploye, from janitors to UC 
President David Saxon — 
at $70 a month instead of 
the usual 
percentage 


raises. 


Technically, the UC re- 


gents can distribute salary 
money any way they want. 
Actually, they are virtual- 
ly bound to follow the $70- 
a-month formula. 


The education budget 


includes about $2.8 billion 
for grades 
kindergarten 


through 12 and $1.8 billion 
for higher education, in- 
cluding UC, the State 
University and Colleges, 
and community colleges.

Public schools— Spend- 


ing is up about 10 per cent, 
including a S272 million 
school finance bill that 
Brown also signed Friday. 
It raises the state's foun- 
dation program to about 
$1,200 per student, a figure 
school districts say will 
enable them to avert 
large-scale layoffs and 
program cuts.

Wilson Riles' program of 
personalized

and small classes in the

The budget doesn't in- 


clude money for still-pend- 
ing legislation to extend 
the program to grades 4-6 
and for another reform 
plan for the upper grades.

Final test 
results were due over the weekend. 


Last week, officials announced the closing of a 


Plumas County park at Gray Eagle after a 5-year-old 
vgirl was bitten by plague-infected fleas.

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Hays at first public 
event since overdose 


Reagan hits White House 4pulF 


STRATTON, Ohio (AP) - Rep. 


Wayne Hays appeared in public for the 
first time Friday since taking an over- 
dose of sleeping pills and said the exces- 
sive dosage was accidental. 


The 65-year-old Democratic congress- 


man still appeared to be weak. He came 
to this eastern Ohio community of 500 
persons to present a Bicentennial flag 
and certificate. 


Speaking later to reporters, Hays, the 


central figure in the congressional 
payroll-sex scandal, gave this account of 
the overdose that occurred June 10: 


"As near as I reconstruct it, I came 


home late and I was very jittery and the 
doctor prescribed Dalmane, and he said 
two. I took two and I couldn't sleep. 1 got 
up and took two more and I still couldn't 
sleep. 


"1 got up the third time and I thought 


1 took two. I may have taken three or 
four. I don't know. I was pretty dopey. 
Anyway, 1 got more than I comd tolerate. 


"1 went to sleep all right, but it was a 


little hard waking up. 


"But if I would have wanted to com- 


mit suicide, there were 30 or 40 more 
pills in the bottle. I could have taken all 
of them and that would have done it. It 
was just pure dopiness that you get up in 
the middle of the night when you don't 
know what you're doing and take medi- 
cine." 


Hays won renomination for his 15th 


term to Congress in the Democratic pri- 
mary on June 8 and the following day 
drove to Washington. He flew back to his 
farm the same night. The next morning, 
his wife was unable to awaken him and 
he was taken to Barnesville Hospital in a 
coma. He was released eight days later. 


His physician, Dr. Richard Phillips, 


said he had prescribed Dalmane about 
2 'A weeks before the overdose to help 
relieve the stress that Hays had been 
under because of his admitted affair with 
Elizabeth Ray and his loss of a chair- 
manship in the House. 


Miss Ray, 33, had accused Hays of 


paying her as a secretary while she serv- 
ed only as his mistress. Hays denied the 
accusation. 


Hays, who has resigned as chairman 


of the powerful House Administration 
Committee for which Miss Ray worked, 
said he had no intention of quitting Con- 
gress or withdrawing from the general 
election. 


"I lost about 15 pounds," he said. 


"But I've regained maybe a pound or so. 
I feel pretty good. I'm weak, otherwise I 
feel all right." 


Asked about the reforms under way 


in the House, Hays said: 


REP. WAYNE HAYS 'appeared 


weak' as he attended Bicen- 
tennial ceremony in Stratton, 
Ohio, Friday. 


"The thing the press never did focus 


in on and probably never will is that all 
of these so-called excesses which they're 
now doing away with in the name of 
reforms were proposed by Mr. Thompson 
(Rep. 
Frank Thompson, D-N.J. who re-

Congressman 'guilty'

by the citizens lobby, 
Common Cause. 


Sikes, 70, is chairman of 


the House Appropriations 
subcommittee on military 
construction, which over- 
sees billions of dollars 
worth of military con- 
tracts. He could not be 
reached immediately for 
comment. 


The ethics panel's chair- 


man, 
Rep. John J. Flynt 


Jr., 
D-Ga., announced 


Thursday evening that the 
committee had reached a 
decision on the Sikes case, 
and had adopted a report 
setting out recommenda- 
tions for action by the full 
House. 


However, Flynt refused 


to disclose details of the 
decision He said the com- 
mittee wished to withhold 
the information until its 
full 200-page report on 
Sikes was printed.

sion to urge that Sikes be 
reprimanded was confirm- 
ed Friday by a source 
close to the investigation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Rep. Charles E. Wiggins 
has introduced a resolu-

Wiggins asked that the 


resolution be referred to 
the House Committee on 
Standards of Official Con- 
duct. He said that if the 
panel had not acted upon 
the resolution in 30 days, 
he would bring the matter 
before the full House for a _ 
vote. 


Hinshaw was convicted 


last Jan. 26 and sentenced 
to prison on two counts of 
taking bribes. While he 


was assessor for Orange 
County and a Republican 
congressional candidate 
he allegedly solicited and 
received a $1,000 contribu- 
tion in exchange for favors 
from his public office. 
After he was elected to 
Congress but before he 
officially took office Hin- 
shaw solicited and receiv- 
ed stereo equipment for 
other favors, the indict- 
ment said. The convictions 
are being appealed. 


Wiggins said he offered 


the resolution because "I 
thought it was the right 
thing to do. 


"It seemed to me that it 


was a responsibility which 
should be borne by Repub- 
licans and primarily by 


Californians," he stated. 


Wiggins introduced the 


resolution Wednesday 
without having solicited 
support from other mem- 
bers of the House. 


"I told him shortly after 


his conviction. . . .that I 
thought he should resign," 
Wiggins declared. "He 
told me that he didn't in- 
tend to do so. I indicated 
to him that if he didn't 
resign that the only reme- 
dy left was to introduce a 
resolution to expel him." 


Hinshaw had indicated 


that he planned to appeal 
his 
conviction 
speedily, 


but Wiggins said the ap- 
peals are not likely to be 
resolved until after the 
94th Congress expires.

Suckers rob rose growth 


NEW 
"WHEN TO WATER" Houseplant 


Indicator, for indoor plants, lets the plant tell 
you when there is sufficient moisture, and 
when it needs a drink of water. 
Plants can tell 
when to water 


Indoor houseplants can 


now toll their owners when 
they need to be watered 
and when they don't. 


A company, best known 


for making Scotch tape 
and rescue kitchen pads, 
the 
3M Company, has 


introduced a new helper, 
"When to Water" House- 
plant Indicators. 


The Indicators monitor 


water moisture rising to 
the surface from within 
the soil of a ported plant. 
When there is sufficient 
moisture in the soil to 
maintain the plant, the 


center of the one-inch, 
water-like disc is pink. As 
the soil dries out, the Indi- 
cator (urns blue, a sign 
that it's time to water the 
plant. 


The Indicator is placed 


flat on top of the soil after 
watering. It's seen easily, 
but won't spoil the plant's 
appearance. It works for 
most indoor foliage plants, 
and each is effective for 
up to a year or longer. 


The Houseplant Indica- 


tors are available three to 
a package wherever gar- 
dening supplies are sold. 


ByJOEUTTLEFIElD 
There's some gardening 


folk who still can t tell the 
difference between a bona- 
fide rose sucker and a 
basal cane. The sucker is 
a rose cane that grows out 
from below the rose bud 
union area. 


The sucker might also 


grow up from the soil be- 
side the rose bush. Both 
such suckers should be re- 
moved, but not by cutting 
them back. Those suckers 
should be torn off. Once 
removed, they're not like- 
ly to regrow. If cut back, 
they send out several 
mure sucker branches 
where before there was 
only one. 


The suckers that are 


left undisturbed rob the 
rose bush of some nutri- 
ents and eventually weak- 
en the bush. In a long peri- 
od of time the undisturbed 
suckers eventually kill off 
the good desirable finely 
bred rose. 


The basal canes that 


look like suckers but are 
good, are the brand new 
canes which will replace 
an equal number of oldest 
woodiest canes when the 
gardener prunes the rose 
bushes during the winter 
pruning season. 


They grow out in most 


cases from some bare part 
of the bud union area. 
Sometimes they grow out 
from the lower portion of 
old thick cane that has 
n u m e r o u s secondary 
branches. 


The hud union area is 


the slightly swollen por- 
tion of the bush which 
grew and developed the 


choice variety rose 
branches. 


The trunk and the roots 


of the rose are the wild 
rose portion from which 
the choice variety rose ob- 
tains the v i g o r and 
growth. Some of the 1977 
All America Rose Selec- 
tions Awards include: 


DOUBLE DELIGHT is 


a fragrant large flowered 
red and white hybrid tea 
rose, hybridized by Her- 
bert C. Swim of California. 
He has spent his life 
breeding over 100 intro- 
ductions of fine roses. 


FIRST EDITION is a 


lovely coral color floribun- 
da, introduced by Conard- 
Pyle Company ( S t a r 
Roses), West Grove, Penn- 
sylvania. It was created 
by Georges Delhard of 
France. This rose is good 
for showy hedge, also a 
lawn or driveway border. 


P R O M I N E N T is a 


bright orange grandiflora 
introduced by Jackson and 
Perkins Company of Med- 
ford, Oregon. It was bred 
by the famous German 
hybridizer Reimer Kordes. 
Though a grandiflora with 
typical candelabra type 
stems of blooms, it often 
throws many hybrid tea- 
like single stem roses. 


As long as we're dis- 


cussing colorful flowers, 
don't overlook some excel- 
lent perennials such as 
Transvaal daisies with sin- 
gle or double blossoms. 


Water them only as they 


thirst but deeply, feed 
them at monthly intervals 
with a balanced fertilizer 
containing more phospho- 


rus than nitrogen or po- 
tash. 


They'll blossom off and 


on for about eight months 
or longer. They love the 
sun, but hate to have their 
crowns — knobby areas 
where leaves and blos- 
soms spring forth — 
covered by soil. The 
crowns must be uncovered 
at all times.

The small 
black shiny beetles can 
cause a dichondra lawn to 
hrown out within several 
days time. There are 
several stomach type 
pesticide sprays on the 
market. Ask the nursery- 
man which spray is sought 
out more than others, and 
purchase lhat one to at- 
tack those pests. 


Foliage sharp spraying 


of plants that tolerate 
sharp hosing at about 10 
days intervals. The spray 
dislodges old leaves that 
drop in the crotches of the 
plants. Such spraying re- 
moves possible dry pests 
nesting areas of plank 
which usually attract the

pests. 


Poinsettias particularly 


and hydrangeas too, are 
susceptible to spider mites 
infestation. The complaint 
of home gardeners at 
Christmas time when poin- 
scttia flowers are cut for 
indoor decoration is ... "I 
can't understand why my 
poinsettias don't have any 
green leaves left on the 
branches!" It is due to 
gardener not foliage sharp 
water spraying underside 
of the leaves, periodically 
in the summer. Also spray' 
with a miticide spray. 


Hard spots in lawn may 


be due to sprinkler not 
wetting the particular 
area as do other sprin- 
klers or sprinkler heads, 
therefore the lawn soil 
stays harder, hence poorer 
growth in those spots. 
Gardener should jab a 


spading fork into those 
hard areas, then slowly 
water well. Spread evenly 
about an eighth of an inch 
layer of the good steer 
manure or a top dressing 
then sprinkle well to settle 
it. Keep the area moist as 
though it had been newly 
seed sown until the area 
greens up. Check the 
sprinkler head. 


Continue feeding roses, 


camellias, and 
azaleas. 


Soil must be watered well 
beforehand. The fertilizer 
must be lightly chopped 
into the soil with a cultiva- 
tor, then watered well 
afterwards. 


Watch for hybrid tea 


rose basal cane breaks. 
They are new canes that 
sprout out from the. bud 
union area of the plant, or 
from lower base of older 
canes with many second- 
ary branches. These canes 
then usually sprout out 
two new branches which 
produce long stems with 
lovely roses. The new 
growth that sprouts 'out 
below the bud union area 
or sprouts up from the 
rose root through the soil 
beside the rose bud, are no 
good. They should be torn 
off. 


Cut carnation blossom 


stems well down into the 
l e a f y g r o w t h of the 
branches. The l e a f y 
branches have slightly 
swollen rings at intervals. 
Cut above one of the rings. 
Cut back thusly forces the 
plant to send .forth several 
new branches that later 
will produce more flowers.

The physician, Dr. Ger- 


ald B. Phillips, a professor 
of -medicine at Columbia 
College' of Physicians and 
Surgeons, said in the issue 
of 'the Lancet, British 
medical journal, published 
today in London that the 
findings could 
represent 


an" important new risk fac- 
tor for heart attacks in 
men. 


Phillips said it was not 


known why the estrogen 
levels were raised and 
how they might cause 
heart attacks. But he theo- 
rized that physiological 
changes that influenced 
dietary and smoking 
habits could be among the 
p'ossiblf explanations. 
; O t h e r physicians rip- 
scribed the findings as 
Both surprising and excit- 
ing because they run coun- 
ter to conventional medi- 
cal thinking. Doctors long 
h>ve "believed that the 
high incidence of heart at- 
tacks, in men meant that 
male hormones predis- 
posed people to heart at- 
tacks, but relatively few 
srudie»4iave been done to 
rveiat<£hbrmdne-test re- 
sults to heart attacks. 
v Heart attacks in women 
generally occur after 
menopause, at which time 


the amount of estrogen in 
the body has diminished. 
For this reason, doctors 
have assumed that estro- 
gen in some unknown \yay 
protects women against 
heart attacks. 


Men normally have 


estrogen in their blood but 
in amounts much lower 
than that found in the men 
in the Roosevelt Hospital 
study. Doctors cautioned 
that a high estrogen level 
did not necessarily mean 
that an individual would 
suffer a heart attack or 
that the presence of a nor- 
mal estrogen level would 
protect against a heart at- 
tack. 


Phillips's report comes 


at a time when cardiology 
leaders contend an urgent 
need exists for reappraisal 
of current concepts about 
the cause of heart attacks 
and for development of a 
fundamentally new ap- 
proach designed to reduce 
the impact of heart at- 
tacks on society. The 
American Heart Associa- 
tion says that Americans 
suffer 1 million heart at- 
tacks each year. 


Phillips, who is a spe- 


cialist in internal medicine 
with an interest in bio- 
chemistry and fat metabo- 
lism, said in an interview 
that his study apparently 
'»'B? the first to measure 
sex hormones in the blood 
of heart-attack patients. 
When he began his study 
two years ago, he said he 
was looking for new ap- 
proaches to understanding 
the basic cause of heart 
attacks.

second or third day and 
had lost his sex drive over 
the preceding three years. 


"The finding struck me 


as very interesting," Phil- 
lips said. "1 m e a n 
masculinity had always 
been stressed as a factor 
in heart attacks." The sec- 
ond and third patients 
Phillips examined in the 
study also had feminizing 
characteristics. 
Accord- 


ingly, Phillips said, he de- 
cided to measure the 
amounts of various male 
and female sex hormones 
in the heart-attack pa- 
tients. He studied 15 
Roosevelt Hospital pa- 
tients who had heart at- 
tacks between the ages of 
32 and 42 and another 15 
businessmen of compara- 
ble age and without 
serious illness who volun- 
teered to serve as 
scientific controls. 


"I found just the oppo- 


site of what everybody 
would expect," 
Phillips 


said. 


What he learned was 


that the heart-attack pa- 
tients on the average had 
higher estrogen levels 
than did the controls. Of 
thp 15 heart-attack pa- 
tients, 11 had none of the 
major known risk factors 
except for smoking in 
nine, and three of these 
had not smoked for three 
years before their heart 
attacks, Phillips said. 


If other scientists con- 


firm Phillips' study, he 
said, "the next step would 
be to discover the reason 
for the increased estrogen 
and to eliminate the hor- 
mone as a risk factor by 
drugs, dietary changes 
and other factors — that's 
the ultimate goal." 


Water on 
Mars may 
ice Viking

PASADENA-The 


scanty Martian atmos- 
phere may hold enough 
water vapor to form thin 
coats of ice on the Viking 
robot lander during the 
chill nights on Mars, a 
scientist reported Friday. 


A n d t h e c a m e r a s 


mounted on the mechani- 
cal explorer may see 
morning ground fogs com- 
posed of ice crystals, said 
Dr. Croftpn B. Farmer. 


The scientist's report on 


amounts of water vapor 
being detected in the 
atmosphere 
confirmed 


earlier findings, which 
have been surprising be- 
cause of the amounts de- 
tected. 


The observations also fit 


his theory that liquid 
water could exist for short 
periods of time. 


If true, chances of Mar- 


tian life existing would be 
improved. 


"Here we have a 


scenario in which small 
quantities of ice can go 
through a liquid phase 
daily and perhaps provide 
some water in the form 
Martian bugs would like," 
Farmer said. 


EVER SINCE space- 


craft from Earth got a 
glimpse of Mars'a'dozen 
years ago, the planet was 
thought to be incapable of 
containing liquid water on 
the surface. 


Another report Friday 


seemed to confirm some- 
thing about the planet's 
atmosphere that has been 
suspected only since a re- 
cent Soviet Mars mis- 
sion—that it contains 
substantial quantity of 
argon gas. 


The importance of such 


a finding is that it would 
probably mean Mars once 
had a much denser atmos- 
phere— which would have 
exerted sufficient pressure 
to allow water to exist in a 
liquid form. In fact, the 
planet might have been a 
very different place, com 
plete with rushing rivers 
and moderate tempera 
tures—factors that coult 
have nurtured life.

Catholics talk on female priests 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


A task force on women set 
up by a Roman Catholic 
bishops' committee has 
concluded that women 
should be admitted to the 
priesthood. 


The group of four nuns 


and two laywomen, form- 
ed by a bishops' ad hoc 
committee on women in 
society, was chaired by 
Sister Margaret Brennan, 
former superior general of 
the Sisters of the Immacu- 
late Heart ol Mary. The 
report of its study said: 


"Concrete steps ... 


should be set in motion to 
insure the admission of 
women to all forms of 
ministry in the church, in- 
cluding the diaconate and 
ordained priesthood." 


Meanwhile, at the Vati- 


can, the Pontifical Biblical 
Commission has voted 12- 
to-5 that Holy Scripture 
alone does not provide 
sufficient grounds "to ex- 
clude the possibility" of 
ordaining women. The

tough realism, born of an 
ancient Biblical idea, 
underlay the founding of 
these United States — a 
conviction that human 
beings, including the most 
elevated statesmen of gov- 
ernment, can go wrong. 


They were regarded, in 


Scriptural terms, as sub- 
ject to sin. 


It's an old, old notion, 


and the term is not at all 
fashionable these days, 
however extensive the 
problem itself, but aware- 
ness of it tempered the 
building blocks of the na- 
tion. 


On its 200th birthday 


this weekend, the national 
structure still holds, and 
much of the credit for it is 
given to the original scath- 
ing view of the human 
condition. 


Historians say it's what 


distinguished the Ameri- 
can system and made it 
last through all sorts of 
aberrations and upheav- 
als, while other struggles 
for liberation often relaps- 
ed into tyranny. 


IN SUCH cases, the 


masses took a rosy, trust- 
ing view of their leaders, 
whose authority subse- 
quently turned repressive. 
But the American found- 
ers viewed those put in 
positions of power with a 
dour, critical eye. 


That note of skepticism 


about the human tendency 
was written into the U.S. 
Constitution, with its 
checks and balances giv- 
ing each branch of govern- 
ment — the President, the 
Congress, the courts — re- 
straining reins on the 
others. 


Each was limited in 


relation to the other, their 
functions so allotted that 
each was considered able 
to curb the others from 
excesses. 


"There is a hearty Puri- 


tanism in the view of 
human nature which per- 
vades the 
instrument," 


wrote historian-jurist 
James Bryee in describing 
the U.S. Constitution to the 
British in the new nation's 
first century.

Many 
times I saw him put to bed 
this-way, with the sweat 
pouring from his face and 
his whole body, so that 
when he grew older, if he 
got in the slighest draft, 
he would catch cold and it 
would make him ill." 


That poor little prince 


was destroyed with the 
wrpng kind of care and the 
wroqg,kind of. affection. 
Prince Paul wasn't al-

lowed to move a muscle or 


do anything for himself, 
for fear that he might be- 
come overtired. He had to 
save his strength. It is sad 
indeed, for had the little 
fellow been allowed to use 
his strength, he would 
have grown into a strong 
man. He never had a 
chance to become any- 
thing but a weakling and 
so he was marked for life 
with the curse of failure. 


Obviously this example 


may be extreme, but it is 
a fact that too much pam- 
pering' either by self or 
others can make a person 
weak, chronically nervous, 
bored and unhappy. We 
may often think that 
things should be made a 
lot easier for everyone. 
But we had better not get 
too soft for that can lead 
to worse problems than 
difficulty, chief of which is 
the decay of strength. 


The poet, Schiller said, 


"Genuine morality is pre- 
served only in the school 
of adversity, a state .of 
continuous prosperity may 
easily prove a quicksand 
to virtue." 


It was Horace, the great 


Roman thinker, who said, 
"Adversity has the effect 
of eliciting talents which 
in prosperous c i r c u m - 
stances would have lain 
dormant." 


Never soften, up, for 


there will come a day you 
will have to summon your 
strength. Meet life's prob- 
lems sturdily all your life 
and you will handle prob- 
lems OK.

matter, the council hailed 
church 
acknowledgment 


that an "anti-Judaic theol- 
ogy" had been at the heart 
of past hostilites toward 
the Jews, adding: 


"In dealing with the old 


notion that the Jews were 
guilty of deicide, the 
pastoral letter makes a 
point of observing that the 
'Jewish people never 
were, nor. are they now, 
guilty of the death of 
Christ'" 


The council also com- 


mended the bishops for 
urging Christian under- 
standing of the Jewish link 
to Israel — a bond which 
the letter says has per- 
vaded Jewish '"writing 
and worship throughput 
the two millenia a longing 
for the homeland, holy 
Zion.'"

Antireligion crusade falters in Russia

LENINGRAD, U.S.S.R. 


(AP) — Fifteen young Rus- 
sians, led by their tour 
guide, paused by a papier- 
mache display at Lenin- 
grad's Museum of the 
History of Religion and 
Atheism. 


The display showed a 


religious procession wind- 
ing through the middle of 
a 14th century' European 
village while stretcher- 
bearers carried off the 
bodies of villagers who 
had died of the Black 
Plague, 


"If was thought .that 


such religious processions 
would cause God to stop 
the plague," the young 
woman guide said with a 
wry smile. The visitors 
smiled, too. 


"Of course, it didn't 


help at all." 


FIFTY EIGHT years 


after the Communists took 
power, the Soviet Union is 
still ^campaigning to con- 
vince its people that reli- 


gion is useless supersti- 
tion. 


The campaign is going 


"successfully," 
govern- 


ment propagandists say, 
but there is no complete 
box score to back the 
claim up. There are only 
scattered official asser- 
tions, such as one in 1973 
that only 2 per cent ot 
young Soviet citizens be- 
lieve in God and another 
this year that at most 60,- 
000 of the country's more 
than two million Jews ac- 
tively practice their faith. 


C u r r e n t 
atheist 


literature in the Soviet 
Union, .in fact, admits the 
. campaign is still far from 
over. 


Just last year, Lenin- 


grad officials were alarm- 
ed to discover that only 61 
per cent of schoolchildren 
surveyed had a "positive 
attitude" toward atheism, 
therefore could not be con- 
sidered fully inoculated 
against religion. 


THE MOST most com- 


mon Western estimates 


are that the Soviet Union's 
255 million people still in- 
clude at least 30 million 
Russian Orthodox believ- 
ers, 4 million practicing 
Roman Catholics, a mil- 
lion Baptists and 25 mil- 
lion Moslems. 


The Soviet atheism 


campaign has a long and 
checkered history. A few 
enthusiasts started bull- 
dozing churches immedi- 
ately after the 1917 Bol- 
shevik Revolution, but the 
state put a stop to that 
because it was causing re- 
sentment a m o n g the 
population and the build- 
ings could be used for pur- 
poses other than religion. 


The Communist Party 


waged a strong propagan- 
da campaign against reli- 
gion from 1925 to 1943, 
when dictator Joseph 
Sialin cut the effort off be- 


cause he needed the sup- 
port of churchmen in the 
war against the Germans. 


The campaign was re- 


vived to an extent after 
the war and again in the 
late 1950s, when then 
Premier Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev believed the country 
was on the brink of suc- 
cessfully molding the 
"new Soviet man." 


Now, the antireligiori 


campaign is again out of 
the national spotlight but 
remains active on lower 
levels. 


The central press talks 


little about it, Communist 
leaders leave atheism out 
of their speeches and the 
weathervane 'theoretical 
journal Kommunist hasn't 
had a major article on 
atheism fora year. 


Some 
speculation, in 


Moscow links the low vis- 


ibility of the atheist move- 
ment to the large amount 
of Western attention that 
claims of religious injus- 
tices here have received. 


OTHER suggestions are 


that the Soviets are satis- 
fied that religion is no 
longer a "mass problem" 
— despite the lines that 
form at churches at East- 
er and Christmas. 


Meanwhile, the Soviet 


Union's devout believers 
— "the 
unconvertible," 


propagandists ot atheism 
say — claim pressure on 
them is as strong as ever. 


They report difficulties 


getting religious materi- 


als, pressure to merge 
congregations and close 
churches and harassment 
of believers who try to 
pass religion on to their 
children — despite the 
Soviet Union's constitu- ' 
tional guarantee of free- 
dom of religion. 


"There is no religious 


literature and you can't 
even try to get it," says 
one young woman who is 
an active Baptist "And 
the Russian Orthodox, 
their missal comes out 
every year in such small 
quantities that there's 
barely enough for one in 
each church."

Edgerton as a "swinger 
type," told Coppedge that

never come to trial.) 


Mayer indicated that 


Edgerton questioned him 
about his (Mayer's) possi- 
ble involvement and said 
he (Edgerton) was "play- 
ing it pretty cagey about 
developing friendships . . 


. Discussing Mayer's role 
as Long Beach planning 
director, Coppedge said 
Mayer handled the job dif- 
ferently than similar 
executives in other cities. 


"In many communities 


the planning director is 
a—I mean, the planning 
director is kind of a fact- 
finder and makes recom- 
mendations, but the ulti- 
mate body in terms of 
making the decision is the 
planning commission. 


"IN CANDOR, I must 


state that condition does 
not obtain in Long Beach 
or did not obtain, and that 
the recommendations of 
Mr. Mayer were just 
virtually rubber-stamped 
by the planning commis- 
sion. ..." 


Coppedge, a s k e d if 


Mayer had absolute power 
over the success or failure 
of any substantial real es- 
tate development in the 
city, replied "without any 
question whatsoever." 


Outlining the technique 


Mayer used to elicit bribes 
from the architects, Cop- 
pedge said Mayer would 
tell the architects there 
was a crisis in a develop- 
ment and he needed pay- 
ment. 


The crises would in- 


volve such things as 
density or plot plans and 
would miraculously disap- 
pear as soon as Mayer got 
his money, Coppedge 
claimed. 


The transcript reveals 


that Coppedge told the 
grand jury that a repre- 
sentative of M. J. Brock 
and Sons, the firm which 
had planned to build a 
hotel and several restau- 
rants in the Pacific Ter- 
race project, proposed a 
payoff to Mayer even be- 
fore 
M a y e r 
had 


approached the architects 
about bribes. 


COPPEDGE 
said 


Mayer had asked the 
architects if they knew 
developers "of sub- 
stance," someone capable 
of taking on a project of 
the magnitude of the one 
proposed at Pacific Ter- 
race. Coppedge and Bal- 
lance proposed Brock, a 
subsidiary of Insurance 
Company of North Ameri- 
ca, and Brock indicated an 
interest. 


Coppedge said the man 


assigned by the Brock 
organization to negotiate 
with the city to obtain a 
lease on the property in 
Pacific Terrace, 
asked 


"what Mayer would ex- 
pect, if anything." 
". . .at that time I indi- 


cated that I wasn't aware 
of anything he would ex- 
pect," Coppedge told the 
grand jury. 


But the Brock represen- 


tative suggested that a 
trip to Acapulco or Hawaii 
would be "a nice thing for 
all of his (Mayer's) efforts 
in behalf of the Brock 
organization," Coppedge 
said.

In two rulings Friday, 


the U.S. Supreme Court 
upheld the death penalty 
but restricted the states' 
power to make it manda- 
tory punishment without 
considering circumstances 
of a case. 


One ruling struck down 


laws in North Carolina 
and Louisiana which make 
the penalty mandatory for 
several crimes. 


But death penalty sup- 


porters said they hoped 
the state death penalty 
law gives juries enough 
discretion in considering 
the facts of a case to make 
California fit within the 
high court's death penalty 
ruling. 


"It is discretionary for 


the judge and jury to see 
if the circumstances of a 
case fit the criteria in the 
statute," argued state Sen. 
H.L. Richardson, a con-, 
servative Arcadia Repub- 
lican who was a sponsor of 
Prop. 17. 


If the state death penal- 


ty is overturned by a state 
court ruling, Richardson 
said he would wage anoth- 
er campaign through the 
Legislature or by initiative 
to reinstate the death 
penalty. 


In his remarks at an El 


Monte news conference, 
Brown said: "I will ob- 
serve the law as it is writ- 
ten and upheld by our 
courts." 


He said if a case war- 


ranted it, he would use the 
clemency power vested in 
his office. 


Death penalty support- 


ers hailed the ruling, as 
expected, while foes saw 
the ruling as a grim set- 
back. 


"The death penalty is 


discriminatory and it pro- 
vides no justifiable benefit 
to society other than the 
infliction of vengeance. I 
don't think it is govern- 
ment's business to be our 
official avenger," said 
Mike Callahan, assistant 
executive director for the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union in Northern Califor- 
nia. 


J. A n t h o n y Kline, 


Brown's legal adviser, 
said that the decision "is 
going to have an adverse 
impact on the state Su- 
preme Court's chances of 
overruling the death 
penalty, but it doesn't rule 
it out." 


Deputy state Atty. Gen. 


William James, who 
argued before the U.S. Su- 
preme Court that individu- 
al states should have the 
right to decide on (he 
death penalty issue, said: 


"From what I have 


heard, it sounds very 
favorable. Now I think we 
can go ahead with at least 
the knowledge as far as 
the U.S. Constitution is 
concerned that this form 
of penal sanction is per- 
missiable." 


Under the state death 


penalty, a jury must de- 
cide it the circumstances 
in a case fit the "special 
circumstances" described 
in the state law, such as 
murder in commission of 
a robbery. 


Then in the penalty 


phase of the trial, if they 
find that the case does fit 
these circumstances, they 
then are required to re- 
turn the death penalty 
against a defendant. 


Richardson said that if 


the state law is overturned 
by the state court, "I am 
sure we are in a position 
to pass the necessary • 
legislation or initiative to 
bring us into line with 
court decisons. 


"I don't believe Califor- 


nians would tolerate play- 
ing around with the death 
penalty in the sense of not 
imposing it. It's a very 
strong issue in this state. 
It's a gut issue in Califor- 
nia." 


Thirty-four states have 


enacted death penalty 
laws in the last four years 
and still have them on the 
books. Over half of them 
make death mandatory for 
specified crimes. 


Of 630 persons who were 


on death row according to 
the latest count by The As- 
sociated Press, at least 43 
were condemned for 
nonfatal crimes such as 
rape or kidnaping and rob- 
bery. 


Congress has also pass- 


ed legislation providing a 
mandatory death penalty 
for airplane hijackings re- 
sulting in loss of life. No 
one has been sentenced 
under this law. 


Most major churches, 


both Protestant and 
Roman Catholic, as well 
as the three wings of 
Judaism have opposed 
restoration of the death 
penalty. 


Some smaller conserv- 


ative church bodies have 
supported capital punish- 
ment, but the predominant 


weight of U.S. religious 
organizations has gone 
against it. 


American Roman Cath- 


olic bishops took a stand 
against it two years ago, 
following similar stands 
by a dozen individual Pro- 
testant bodies and the Na- 
tional Couaci! of Churches, 
involving most major Pro- 
testant and Orthodox 
churches. 


President Ford, former 


California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and former Geor- 
gia Gov. Jimmy Carter all 
have said that they ap- 
prove of capital punish- 
ment 
in 
some 


circumstances. Carter and 
Reagan both signed capi- 
tal punishment legislation 
into law as governors 
while Ford said recently 
he favored the death 
penalty under certain cir- 
cumstances. 


A Gallup Poll conducted 


in April found that more 
than 60 per cent of those 
polled favor capital pun- 
ishment for murder. Gall- 
up said the percentage 
was the strongest support 
registered in 25 years. 


To Terry Medgebow, 


the Supreme Court un- 
doubtedly had made the 
right decision in upholding 
capital punishment. To 
Charles Proffitt, who must 
die for killing Mrs. Medge- 
bow's son, at least he 
finally knew his fate. 


And there appeared to 


be little doubt the court 
ruling Friday upholding 
the concept of capital pun- 
ishment for murders 
brings the court a lot 
closer to the thinking of 
most Americans. Polls 
have consistently shown 
strong support for death 
penalty for murderers. 


"I want the world to 


know that the decision the 
court has made is the 
right one. If this will deter 
anyone else from killing, 
they had made the right 
decision. I feel very 
strongly about it. I am not 
talking about any one case 
or any one person," Mrs. 
Medgebow said. 


Proffitt, 30, said', "I've 


expected it from the very 
beginning, to tell you. the 
truth." 


"At least we know 


what's going down," Prof- 
fitt said from his Death 
Row cell. "We know 
where we stand and we 
know what we have to do. 
I expected it"

and Panama as a bilateral 
or Western Hemisphere 
affair and not be disposed 
toward involvement," it 
added. •

ports the idea of a new 
treaty and a "friendly 
and'cooperative relation- 
ship with Panama," was 
made public by Sen. Dick 
Clark, D-Iowa.

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Air conditioning key complaint in jails' study

Poor air conditioning in the 


Long Beach city jail was cited as a 
matter of "major concern" in the 
final report of the 1975-76 grand 
jury's jails committee, released 
Friday. 


The committee said it under- 


stands that in the summer months 
temperatures at the jail on the two 
upper floors of the police building 
"rise to nearly unbearable levels 
which affect the performance and 
morale of staff as well as the atti- 
tudes of inmates." 


The report also noted there are 


some minor problems in the gun 
locker area and in the multiple- 
occupancy, safety, and isolation 
cells which "can be easily correct- 
ed." 
. . 
It noted previous grand juries 


had pointed out problems at Long 
Beach and other city jails, adding 


that the current panel felt "the 
problems of past years have not 
been corrected and are important 
enough to comment upon again." 


Cant. Douglas Drummond, 


chief of the police department's jail 
division, was unavailable for com- 
ment Friday. However, Lt. Otto 
Olsen, chief executive officer of the 
division, and Acting Sgt. Delno K. 
Sheely, in charge of the jail Friday 
night, agreed with the report's 
observations on the temperatures. 


"The floors they are referring 


to are the fifth and sixth," the 
lieutenant said. "The exterior walls 
are made of translucent glass that 
magnifies the heat, and on a hot 
day it can really be bad." 


Both men said it would be 


"very expensive" to air-condition 
the floors and said they could only 
presume'it is a budgetary problem 
the City Council will have to wres- 
tle with sooner or later. 


Olsen said hp believed the prob- 


lem relating to the gun locker and 
cells had been solved. However, he 
added, he couldn't speak with cer- 
tainty without seeing the report. 


"Inspectors objected to the gun 


lockers in the basement being in- 
side the doors of the tunnel leading 
to the booking area, and we have 
moved them outside. 


"The problems with the cells 


were minor, and I can't remember 
just how but they were solved after 
considerable correspondence with 
the state," he said. 


Los Angeles' Parker Center 


also came in for criticism by the 
grand jury committee because of 
unsatisfactory air conditioning. The 
committee noted budget requests to 
air condition the jail area have 
been repeatedly denied since at 
least 1973 when the then-grand jury 
recommended acceptable air circu- 
lation be provided. 


The Pasadena city jail, the 


committee said, is old and inade- 
quate and the group urged the city 
to go ahead with plans for develop- 
ing a major renovation of its jail 
facilities. 


The committee also noted, Los 


Angeles' 77th Street station was 
"almost 50 years old, undersized, 
ineffective in operation and short of 
parking and storage space." ft 
urged the city to expedite construc- 
tion of a planned new South Los 
Angeles police facility. 


County supervisors in conjunc- 


tion with Sheriff Peter Pitchess 
were urged by the committee not to 
close down the Hall of Justice and 
Biscailuz Center facilities when the 
new addition to the county Central 
Jail is completed. 


Closure at the two facilities 


would place unreasonably high de- 
mands on available bed space for 
the current inmate population and 
any sizeable increase in the popula-

"Atniosat America," a 33- 


"foot pressurized helium balloon 
c'arryin; two Aerospace Corp. 
pilots, lifted off its launching 
site in Rancho Palos Verdes at 
10':27 a.m. Friday for a weekend 
test flight. 


Dr. Thomas F. Heinsheimer 


of Rolling Hills, the pilot, and 
Peter C. Neushul, a former Long 
Beach State University psychol- 
ogy student, are scheduled to 
conduct a 48-hour .simulated 
smog-sampling experiment over 
•the Los Angeles'basin. 


An hour after launch from a • 


former Nike missile1 base over- 
looking Marineland, the silver 
balloon and "its 'gondola were 
hovering in the Palos Verdes 


Peninsula area, drifting north- 
west into Torrantb on a light 
breeze. 


The flight was delayed 24 


hours by unfavorable wind 
conditions Thursday. 


The balloon is the same one 


used by Heinsheimer and Neu- 
shul on two previous flights this 
year, one of which carried them 
into Mexico, across the Gulf of 
California and back to a safe 
landing north of the border at 
Lukeville, Ariz. 


Following the initial test 


flights, a new gondola of alumi- 
num and fabric replaced the 
conventional wickerware basket 
in order to reduce weight by 
about 200 pounds. The lighter, 
lighter-than-air craft can fly at 
higher altitudes and carry addi- 
tional scientific equipment. 


On Friday, the Aerospace 


balloonists' evaluated the bal- 
loon's ability to maintain de- 
sired altitudes. They also tested 
the efficiency of controlling their 
flight path by using on-board 
observations and weather data 
relayed by radio from Federal 
Aviation Administration facili- 
ties. 


Today they hope to be flying 


east or northeast from the 
launch site at altitudes between 
8,000 and 10,000 feet. By operat- 
ing without intentionally venting 
helium, the crew will be able to 
measure the exact'rate of loss of 
the gas due to any'small leaks in 
the balloon skin. 


Heinsheimer and Neushul 


will be in radio communication 
with an Aerospace chase vehicle 
on the ground, following the 


oath of the balloon. They also I 
will radio tichnical data and 
trajectory information to the 
Wnspic;,- Control Center in El 
Segundo. 


Next month the balloonists 


plan to start a series of flights in 
the "America" to monitor smog 
levels in the Los Angeles basin. 


The current flight is part of 


an Aerospace program to devel- 
op a much larger unmanned 
atmospheric satellite (Atniosat) 
which will measure air pollution 
and other environmental phe- 
nomena at 60,000 feet around the 
world for durations of up to a 
year. 


Aerospace Corp. provides 


scientific, technical and engi- 
neering services to government 
agencies. Sales last year totaled 
approximately $96 million.

and he has been associated with the 
billiard-table business for 30 years.

Before that, he was a 
partner in the store with his father, 
who bought it in 1946.

from the Hubbard Building before 
it was razed in April,

said he went to the building last 
July to appraise the pool tables 
before they were to be be sold to 
the city's Recreation Department 
for its clubhouses. That's when 
they were found .to be missing. , 


Ball estimates that one of the 


pool tables is worth no more than

from the criminal justice system." 


Citing duplication occurring be- 


cause of numerous municipalities 
with separate police agencies, the 
commmitte urged local authorities 
to pursue vigorously consolidation 
of special functions such as crime 
labs, homicide, narcotics, burglary 
and helicopter surveillance. 


Supervisors also were urged to 


press for the establishment of a 
countywide "911" telephone system 
which would enable the public to 
obtain any kind of emergency serv- 
ice by simply dialing those digits.

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LJB. department 
heads curbed on 
release of data

Long Beach city department 


heads have been ordered by Acting 
City Manager Robert C. Creighton 
to restrict their contacts with the 
press and report all conversations 
with media representatives to his 
office. 


The order also told the depart- 


ment heads to leave all comments 
on city policy to the manager's 
office. It was issued at a Thursday 
meeting of department heads, ac- 
cording to City Hall staff members. 


The new policy came to light 


when an Independent, Press-Tele- 
gram reporter was told that his 
request for an interview with a 
department head would have to be 
reported to Creighton's office. 


HARRY Fulton, the city man- 


ager's special assistant who 
watches over public relations, said, 
"We are not trying to be censors. I 
like to be informed, and there have 
been a lot of things coming out in 
the papers that I don't know about 
until I see it in print. 


"We want department heads to 


converse with reporters," he con- 
tinued. "If they (reporters) ask for 
facts—give 'em the facts. 


"I just want to know what the 


reporters were told. The same 
information. That's all it boils down 
to," Fulton said. 


But one high-ranking staff 


member assailed the new policy 
saying, "If we were running a re- 
spectable ship, we wouldn't be in 
the position of worrying about that. 
We shouldn't have to screen infor- 
mation." 


CREIGHTON'S order also 


applies to issuing information to 
the public as well, said the staff 
member, who requested anonymi- 
ty. A citizen seeking opinions on 
ordinances or other matters should 
be referred to the city manager, 
the source said. 


If the interview requested by a 


.reporter appears to inolve a major 
or in-depth topic, the session must 
be reported to Creighton's office in 
advance, it was learned. . 


"All policy statements are to be 


channeled through Harry Fultoii," 
said Deputy City Manager Barney 
Walczak, who is in charge of per- 
sonnel. 


"Any comment with an overall 


(city) implication must come from 
the city manager's office, but this 


is not an attempt at muzzling," 
Walczak said. 


"We are still allowed to com- 


ment within our areas of exper- 
tise," he added. 


Walczak noted that Creighton 


was "trying to pull things togeth- 
er" following the recent events that 
have shaken City Hall, including 
the indictment of former Planning 
Director Ernest Mayer Jr. on brib- 
ery charges and the resignation of 
former City Manager John R. Man- 
sell. 


"It's 
the critical times that 


generated this," Budget Director 
James Phelps said. "That's what is 
on everybody's minds. 


"Bob Creighton feels his office 


is being challenged by the public 
for not being frank, and he wants 
all of us to be candid," Phelps said. 


"If the information requested is 


public information or the man- 
ager's position' has been made 
clear" then the department head 
can comment, Phelps said.

COLUMNIST WILSON BECOMES INTERVIEWEE

NEW YORK - More 


than 35 years after his ac- 
tivities in organized crime 
first came to the attention 
of the government, Sidney 
R. Korshak is now the 
prime target of a major 
federal investigation. 


Officials said in recent 


interviews that the FBI 
was accumulating evi- 
dence on Korshak's al- 
leged involvement in a 
labor racketeering scheme 
in Southern California. 


So far, however, no in- 


dictments h a v e been 
presented in the case. In- 
deed, Korshak's name has 
surfaced in connection 
with more than 20 organ- 
ized crime investigations 
over the years, and he has 
testified or been subpoena- 
ed to testify before at least 
six federal and state 
grand juries. But he has 
never been indicted, 


p 'Korshak's friends 
and 


associates have quoted 
him as boasting about the 
government's inability to 
produce evidence of crimi- 
nal activity by him. "I've 
been investigated by more 
congressional committees 
than anybody," one as- 
sociate recalled his saying 
during a 1968 business 
meeting, "but nobody's 
got anything on me." 


SOME o f f i c i a l s at- 


tributed the failure to con- 
vict Korshak to a lack of 
high-level commitment in 
the government to organ- 
ized crime investigations 
and a chronic reluctance 
to seek the indictment of 
lawyers who represent 
underworld figures. 


Officials said, however, 


that in recent months the 
Justice Department had 
begun a major reexamina- 
tion of its efforts against 
sophisticated 
economic 


crime and labor racke- 
teering, focusing on Kor- 
shak and a number of 
others. 
;Jay C. Waldman, depu- 
ty assistant attorney 
general in charge of the 
Justice 
Department's 


criminal division, said in 
an interview that new 
emphasis would be placed 
on tracing the under- 
world's infiltration of le- 
gitimate business. 


"Organized crime is no 


longer a bunch of charac- 
ters hanging around ethnic 
neighborhoods," he said. 
"If you're talking about 
what the feds should be 
doing, it's going after the 
big-time criminals who 
are operating like most le- 
gitimate businessmen." 


:A SENIOR FBI official 


pinpointed the importance 
of; Korshak to such an ef- 
fort. He characterized 
Korshak as "the one indi- 
vidual who, I always be- 
lieved, could blow organ- 
ized crime wide open in 
Chicago, Las Vegas, New 
York and California" if he 
were convicted and grant- 
ed immunity. 


One FBI agent who has 


studied Korshak's links to 
the business world and to 
organized crime gave this 
summary of his role: 
"He's 
undoubtedly the 


best contact organized 
crime has in the United 
States today." 


Korshak's shrewd meth- 


ods of operation and his 
careful attempts to insu- 
late himself from direct 
criminal activity undoubt- 


'. edly account for some of 
j his success in avoiding 


prosecution.

ed contract between Tony 
Accardo and Premium 
Beer Sales Inc. of Chica- 
go. The contract specified 
that Accardo was to be 
paid $65,000 annually as a 
salesman, although he had 
no sales experience and 
did not seem to do any 
actual sales work. The 
prosecutors theorized that 
the contract was part of a 
scheme to make Accardo's 
underworld income seem 
legitimate. 


KORSHAK told the FBI, 


according to Bureau docu- 
ments, that his role had 
been limited to studying 
the contract to determine 
"whether it was a good 
contract or not." 


One Justice Department 


official recalled in an 
interview that the govern- 
ment suspected that "the 
idea" for the unusual em- 
ployment contract had 
come from Korshak. But 
because he was able to 
cite the attorney-client 
privilege, the prosecutors 
could not question him di- 
rectly. 


When federal agents 


have approached him on 
various cases, according 
to FBI documents, Kor- 
shak has been deft at de- 
flecting their inquiries. 
Sometimes he was bellig- 
erent, occasionally gra- 
cious and always adept at 
suggesting the extent of 
his influence.

"No, no, no," she an-

The first nationwide computerized 


business credit reporting service be- 
came operational here this week. 


Designed to provide businesses 


anywhere, coast to coast, with instant 
business credit reports on existing and 
potential customers, the new service 
was activated by the National Credit 
Information Service (NACIS) from its 
headquarters in Long Beach. 


Operated by TRW Business Credit 


Services for the National Association 
of Credit Management (NACM), the 
service will be available this month 
only to subscribing companies which 
have teleprinter terminals capable of 
accessing the NACIS computers in 
Anaheim. 


Starting Aug. 2, all of the NACM's 


•40,000 members will be able to use the 
service to purchase business credit 
reports by contacting NACM-affiliated 
associations in 47 cities which also will 
have teleprinters linked to the central 
file. 


"NACIS, which was developed in 


response to today's rapidly changing 
economic condition, represents the 


first major breakthrough in business 
credit reporting in more than 100 
years," said James H. Holly, vice 
president and general manager of 
TRW Business Credit Services. 


"For the first time companies will 


be able to instantly receive credit 
information on other firms that is 
comprehensive, highly accurate and 
totally objective," he said. 


NACIS reports contain specific 


information on how firms pay their 
bills to suppliers and banking relation- 
ships, where available. 


Details on open accounts, date of 


last sale, payment terms, recent high 
credit, amounts currently owing and 
past due amount's in 30, 60 and 90-day 
categories will be included, as well as 
a trend analysis of a firm's payment 
record for the previous six months. 


The information is extracted from 


the automated accounts receivable 
data provided by contributing firms 
every 90 days. It is expected that 
approximately 2,500 firms eventually 
will be providing data on some 2,500,- 
000 million companies.

Scientists attempt to harness fusion

LIVERMORE Ul - On a former cattle ranch 50 


miles east of San Francisco, researchers are at- 
tempting to harness fusion — the energy source of 
the sun and stars — for generating clean, inexhaust- 
ible energy on earth. 


"We've got a long way to go, but we've already 


come a long way," laser fusion research chief John 
L. Emmetl told reporters this week on a tour of the 
University of California's Lawrence Livermore Labo- 
ratory. 


A key tool for the research, being conducted for 


the Energy Research and Development Administra- 
tion, K the newly completed $3.5 million Argus laser 
generator. 


Emmett said the Argus, a third generation laser 


generator covering space about the size of a football

field, is capable of producing twice as much energy 
as all the power plants in the United States com- 
bined. Argus experiments began June 1. 


A fourth-generation laser, called Shiva and 10 


times as powerful as Argus, is under construction 
now at Livermore. The $25 million Shiva is scheduled 
for completion in October 1977. 


Dr. Roger E. Batzel, head of the laboratory 


which has a $202 million budget and 6,000 employes' 
said I^awrence scientists are studying both lasers and 
magnetic confinement as methods to create fusion. • 


The concept is that heat from the fusion — a 


continuing series of tiny thermonuclear explosions — 
would heat a fluid, creating steam to drive electrical 
generators. Batzel said it appears possible that an 
experimental laser fushion power generating system 
will be operating by the late 1980s. 


"My opinion is that the solution to our long-range 


energy problems may well depend on the success of 
either or both of these methods," Batzel said. 


"We've got to pursue both options now to be sure 


we have one that works around the turn of the 
century. It's beginning to look like both will work — 
although we can't be certain. If both work, each may 
have novel complementary applications." 


Emmelt said advantages over present-day nu- 


clear power plants include that fusion burns cleanly 
with no radioactive waste, core cooling hazards are 
not a problem, and the fuel is heavy hydrogen — 
almost inexhaustible on earth. 


Some radioactivity could be expected from the 


plates surrounding the core, Emmett said. Those 
plates would have to be replaced periodically, but the 
radioactive disposal would be substantially less than 
with present nuclear generators; he said.

FTC in major 
tobacco probe 


Business Week magazine has disclosed that the 


Federal Trade Commission. has quiefly launched 
"what promises to be the most intensive investigation 
of the tobacco industry ever undertaken." 


In its issue of July 5, the magazine said that 


subpoenas have been served on the six major tobacco 
companies and that these demand that by July 15 all 
of the market research conducted by them during the 
past 12 years must be turned over to the agency. 


The six companies served are: American Tobac- 


co Co.; Brown & Williamson Tobacco Co.; Liggett & 
Myers Tobacco Co.; P. Lorillard Co.; Philip Morris, 
Inc.; and R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Co. 


Business Week said tobacco industry officials 


have no confidence in either the objectivity or confi- 
dentiality of the FTC probe and are claiming that the 
voluminous materials sought are literally impossible 
for them to produce by the federal deadline. 


"In addition to market research, the FTC has 


demanded copies of every advertisement prepared by 
the industry during the past decade. The agency will 
also examine, for the first time, the various promo- 
tional events the companies sponsor — music 
festivals, auto racing, and tennis tournaments," Busi- 
ness Week said. 


IT POINTED OUT that while company 


executives are simmering over the subpoenas, they 
are closely watching several bills in Congress, includ- 
ing one introduced by Sen. Gary Hart (D.-Colo.), that 
also could disrupt their operations. "The most devas- 
tating bill, in the eyes of the tobacco companies, is 
one that creates a health tax based on the tar and 
nicotine content of cigarettes," Business Week said. 


The publication said further that tobacco men 


fear the FTC "undoubtedly will join in the effort to 
regulate tar and nicotine content. There also could be 
recommendations to bar advertising in print media 
with female and youthful audiences. Others could be 
to exclude all cigarette advertising that depicts • 
scenes of models frolicking in festive surroundings, 
or ads that attempt to leave the impression that 
certain cigarettes are safer than others." 


Company officials are claiming they can not 


meet the FTC's deadline. At Brown & Williamson 
Tol aceo Corp., the industry's third biggest, a spokes- 
ma.i says the documents demanded would make a 
stack 483-feet high. R. J. Reynolds, the giant of the 
industry, says the scope of the subpoena represents 
"thousands of manhours" and one ad agency, which 
handles only two of the 135 brands on the market, 
claims that to comply would mean turning over 
250,000-pages of documents. 


Business Week said the FTC subpoena calls for 


"all documents, including but not limited to market- 
ing, advertising or consumer surveys, experiments, 
or other research, prepared by or for the corporation 
or any other party between Jan. 1,1964, and the dale 
upon which return to the attached subpoena is 
made." 


CARSON MAY GET NEW BANK

Attempts are being made by a 


group of South Bay business people 
to form a state-chartered bank in 
Carson with an initial capitalization 
of 82 million. 


That information became 


known with a champagne party at 
the Ford dealership of Don Kott, 
one proponent of the Carson City 
Bank, to celebrate the completion 
of documentation for the charter 
application. 


"The city of Carson was gra- 


cious enough to let us use its VIP 
mailing list which starts with 
President Ford and runs down to 
the members of the city's Bicenten- 
nial committee," said another 
proponent, Kathrryn T. Burns, 
Palos Verdes Penninsula realtor 
and businesswoman. 


Others involved in the proposal 


are Carson businessman John Peo- 
ples; David Isa, a Torrance certi- 
fied public accountant; John M. 
Mills, a Los Angeles businessman 


and 20-year teacher of economics 
at El Camino College; and attor- 
neys Anthony John Ward and Rob- 
ert Gaunt, both of Torrance. 


Capitalization for the project 


would come from sale of 200,000 
shares of stock at $10 per share 
with each of the directors commit- 
ting up to $75,000 and outside inves- 
tors limited to less than five per 
cent of the stock each. Minimum 
purchases of 50 shares are pro- 
posed with a maximum investment 
of $10,000 each for non-director 
stockholders. 


The economic feasibility study 


prepared by Ruegg Research As- 
sociates points out that the need for 
an independent banking operation 
in the Carson area received the 
highest level of endorsement in 1973 
when the United States comptroller 
of the currency approved the 
formation of Harbor National Bank 
in the same general location — the 
vicinity of the Carson Mall at Ava- 
lon and Del Amo boulevards. 


That approval was later sus- 


pended because of problems with 
the directorship of the proposed 
bank. 


"Few areas, .on balance, can 


claim such an extensive list of com- 
pelling economic and market fac- 
tors — as well as philosophical and 
other reasons - which support the 
establishment of a proposed com- 
mercial banking operation," the 
Ruegg report declares. 


The report identifies a prime 


banking area with a population 
area of 79,080 within the city or 
94,104 including nearby unincorpo- 
rated areas. 


In addition, Carson has a very 


extensive industrial community 
and a rapidly growing retail-com- 
mercial community, according to 
the report. 


This area is now served by only 


five banking institutions, which 
means an average population of 
15,684 per bank if Carson City Bank 
is approved, as compared with an 
average of 6,649 in Los Angeles 
County and an estimated 5,560 per 
bank statewide.

year as a satire on soapy 
operas. The result was 
stunning: "Mary" —earn- 
ed rank with "Saturday 
Night Live" and "Rich 
Man, Poor Man" as one of 
the three brightest new 


programming innovations 
of the season. 


The warm-up jacket and 


baseball cap that Tom 
Hartman wears on the 
show are familiar attire 
for Greg Mullavey. Mulla- 
vey's father, who had the 
same name, coached the 
old Brooklyn 
Dodgers 


from 1959 to 1968. The 
younger Mullavey used to 
work out with the Dodgers 
frequently, taking infield 
practice with them. 


"Fernwood, Ohio, the 


scene of "Mary Hart- 
man"," is modelled on 
real-life Lordstown, Ohio. 
The site of one of General 
Motors' biggest auto facto- 
ries. Mullavey gained per- 
spective on that kind of 
place by youthful work, 
first in a window frame 
factory, and later in a 
plant that made ball bear- 
ings. 


Mullavey said he has 


never been troubled by 
sexual impotence, though, 
an affliction that befell 


Tom Hartman in one of 
the show's most-discussed 
plot developments last 
season. 


"I've 
gotten letters 


from men," said Mulla- 
vey, "who said they were 
impotent with their wives 
because of their wives' in- 
creased sexual agression. 
They wrote thanking me 
for portraying the prob- 
lem/' 


Mullavey is visibly very 


proud of his show. "It's 
part of an English course 
at Yale," he said. "A 
professor made it required 
viewing. He calls it a mod- 
ern House of Atreus." 


In Greek tragedy, the 


House of Atreus was smit- 
ten by almost ceaseless 
disaster. In a typical plot 
line, Clytemnestra mur- 
dered her husband Aga- 
memnon, and then was 
slain in revenge by her 
son Orestes. 


Looking forward to 


"Mary Hartman's" second 
year this fall, Mullavey 


said, "The only thing I've 
heard is that they're going 
to give me a couple of girl 
friends. So I guess we 
(Mary and Tom) will prob- 
ably separate for a while. 
The plan is to give us 
every possible marital 
conflict." 


Mullavey said the show 


will make no explicit use, 
however, of the recent ar- 
rest of Louise Lasser, who 
plays Mary Hartman, on a 
charge of cocaine posses- 
sion. That's too bad, for 
Mullavey's explanation of 
how Ms. Lasser got arrest- 
ed sounds like a plot line 
straight out of "Mary 
Hartman." 


"Louise had gone to the 


boutique (where she was 
arrested)to buy a present, 
a doll house, for the ward- 
robe girl," Mullavey relat- 
ed. "Somebody had put 
some cocaine in her purse 
four months before as a 
present, and she had com- 
pletely forgotten about it."

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U.S. recants on Olympic withdrawal

A top official of the U.S. Olym- 


pic Committee retracted a threat to 
pull the Americans out of the 1976 
Olympic Games Friday. 


The change of heart came after 


the official learned that the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee would 
not remove its sponsorship of the 
Montreal Games. 


There had been reports that the 


IOC would not sanction the Games, 
leaving it as a mere international 
competition, if the Canadian gov- 
ernment carries out its edict that 
Taiwan athletes can compete, but' 
not under the Nationalist China 
flag. 


Don Miller, executive director 


of the U.S. Olympic Committee, 


said Friday night: "If we under- 
stand to be a fact that Lord Killa- 
nin has said the Games will be 
official Games, then we believe we 
will participate in the Games." 


But Miller then added the fol- 


lowing qualification: 
"provided 


there are no other restrictions 
placed on the Games." 


Miller said if more political 


footballs are tossed around threat- 
ening the integrity of the Montreal 
Olympics, "We're prepared to give 
our next step very careful consider- 
ation." 


But "careful consideration" is 


much different than a walkout, 
which the USOC threatened over a 
non-political issue that surfaced 
Thursday. 


The USOC, after hearing re- 


ports that the IOC might declare 
the 1J76 Games "not to be official," 
said such an action would "serious- 
ly question United States of Ameri- 
ca's participation." This statement 
was part of a telegram sent Friday 
from USOC president Philip 0. 
Krumm to Roger Rousseau, presi- 
dent of the Montreal Organizing 
Committee. 


Killanin, president of the IOC, 


Friday denied reports that the IOC 
would withdraw its sanction of the 
Games. 


That prompted Bob Paul, 


spokesman for the USOC, to say 
Friday night:

V.- 
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Militarism replaces sportsmanship 
Olympic Village: What hath fear wrought?

MONTREAL - The soldier wears a light green 


shirt, with baggy pants tucked into wrinkled combat 
boots. He wears a dark green beret. 


He carries an automatic rifle slung over his right 


shoulder. He walks, slowly, exactly six feet away from a 
12-foot chain link fence. The Sherbrooke Rd. traffic 
grumbles and hisses beyond the fence. 


The XXI Olympiad does not begin for another 15 


days and the soldier has already worn a path in the 
.thick grass. The path is narrow. Now, it is light green, 
like his shirt. 


There is the scent of fear at the Olympic Village, 


pervasive as the nasty smell of fresh paint. You cannot 
chase the smell by opening windows. You open a window 


• and you look out and there is that Canadian soldier with 
h'is automatic rifle walking that path of trampled grass. 


The light green of Canadian troops, the dark-gray of 


State Police, the powder-blue of city cops, that's the 
color scheme for the XXI Olympiad, colors muted by 
sadness, pastels darkened by tragedy. 


"Nothing's gonna happen this time," Bob Ranson 


said. 


"Nothing's gonna go wrong. You watch and see. We 


got 300 police in this building alone. Twelve hours on. 
twelve hours off. Seven days a week. No days off from 
now 'til it's over. 


"I'll tell you how it's gonna work," he said. "Look 


down there, in the parking lot. The bus comes in with 
the athletes, it pulls in there and they jack it up. 


"They search underneath the bus. The soldier on 


board, he's got a long rod with a mirror. He can check 
in the roof of the bus to make sure no one's up there. 


"The bus pulls in to a check point. Everybody goes 


through the metal detector. Everybody files through 
that clump of trees there for one more search. No one, 
but no one, except police, state cops and the soldiers 
may carry a gun. 


"The athlete won't mix with the public if his event 


is in the stadium or the swimming place or the velo- 
drome. 


"They walk out the door and go down a tunnel, 


come out the other side of Viau St. down another tunnel, 
and out the other side of Sherbrooke, and into the 
stadium." 


What hath man wrought? An Olympiad with ath- 


letes crammed like rabbits in depressing little warren- 


like rooms, barely blinking at the sunlight before tip- 
toeing into tunnels on the way to run and jump and 
throw. 


Or, if they ride the bus to a distant game site, 


hunkered down in their seats while an armed guard 
scans the traffic for terrorists. 


"It's better this way," Ranson said. "Better to have 


a soldier on the bus than have an athlete sitting there, 
scared, wondering what might happen." 


The scent of fear ... what will it do to the runners, 


the jumpers, the throwers? It is not something you can 
measure the way you could measure the thin oxygen in 
Mexico City. 


Nor can anyone forecast what the cramped ugliness 


of the Olympic Village will do to performances in the 
XXI Olympiad. 


Twelve athletes to a two-bedroom apartment, skit- 


tish as race horses. Thin walls barely muffling the 
grumbles in the next apartment. One man's stereo 
invading another man's silence. 


Short, narrow beds. The mayor claims the village 


will be a place "of residence, where comfort which is 
less important, will give way to a living humanism and 
continuous animation." 


Twelve men to a shower. Who knows about Hying 


humanism, but the situation calls for continuous anima- 
tion. 


The apartments are dumb little boxes barren of 


privacy because the corridors arc on the ortsiile and 
people will be walking by, peering into windows at all 
hours. 


Escape from this wretched environment won't be 


easy. Slow, small elevators groan down from H, 18,19. 
Capacity is 16, but that's 16 jockeys. Athletes on the 
upper floors are doomed to endless waits or leg-knotting 
walks. 


The memories come pounding back. The Olympic 


Village in Munich, building 31, the bullet-shattered door, 
the blood stain on the sidewalk that would not be 
scrubbed away. 


The wind swirls about us on the roof. It is thick and 


damp with the threat of rain. I pray for Bob Ransoivs 
vigilance and for the soldier who walks that solitary 
path six feet from the fence, and for the athletes who 
will be living in those joyless cells.

"Yeah, but I paid my hotel bill with 


it." 


"Where you stayin'?" said Dressen. 
"At the St. George with the other 


guys," said McLish. 


"How much you makin'?" 
"A hundred-fifty a month." 
"Not much!" screamed Dressen. 
"Hundred-fifty," whispered McLish. 
McLish laughs at the 1944 memory, 


laughs with a certain pride. Dressen, he 
says, went to the Dodger manager with 
the story, and Durocher went up to the 
office to see Branch Rickey. 


"Do you know you have a pitcher on 


this ball club who I'm starting, and he's 
making one hundred fifty dollars a 
month? "Leo said. 


"What's his name?" said Rickey, 


playing it blank. 


"McLish." 
"Well, he's only 18. Suppose we make 


it five hundred," said Rickey. 


Before the year was out, Cal McLish 


found himself in, the Army. "I learned 
that $150 was prtetty good," he said in the 
Brewer dugout. "The Army paid me $52 
a month!"

NEWS ITEM: Cash Gifts From Col- 


leges, Says Schoolboy. 


We all know, or suspect, the improper 


use of gifts, cash and otherwise, to build 
collegiate powerhouses in sports. The 
NCAA tries to police it, finds an occasion- 
al violation, slaps an occasional wrist, 
and goes on to the next violation. Obvi- 
ously, the punishments are not sufficient- 
ly severe, or why would the violations 
continue so prevalent? Why would 
coaches and universities, these institu- 
tions which devote courses to ethics, con- 
tinue to take chances by bribing high 
school kids to come with them? 


One thing struck me about this latest 


case: The player involved is as ethically 
inconsistent as the pedagogues who are 
offending his sense of morality.

New X rays of 
pipeline loom 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. John Melcher, D- 


Mont., said Friday it may become necessary to dig 
up and X-ray virtually every underground weld on 
the trans-Alaska oil pipeline, delaying its completion. 


Melcher said that a private auditing company 


hired by the Interior Department to sort out valid 
weld X rays from questionable or missing X rays on 
the pipeline has found the records so confused that it 
could not carry out the audit. 


Melcher said he received "the bad news" from 


John E Latz technical assistant to the undersecre- 
tary of the Interior and from John Kyi assistant 
interior secretary for congressional and legislative 
affairs in a hearing Friday of his Public Lands 
suDcommittee. 


Interior Department officials could not be reach- 


cd for comment 


With the 800-mile pipeline nearly two-thirds com- 


plete, more than 245 miles of pipe have been installed 
underground, and more than 27 miles of pipe have 
been laid beneath river crossings. 


Melcher said the nine is welded everv 60 to 80

Unless Aly^ska, the oil consortium building the 


pipeline, can "pull some rabbit out of the hat to prove 
it has X rays properly identified," said Melcher, it 
may be forced to re-X-ray all of the roughly 18,000 
underground welds, and the above-ground welds as 
well, on another 200 miles of installed pipe. 


Above-ground welds, comparatively accessible, 


would offer few problems, Melcher said, but it would 
be necessary to dig down to each underground weld 
tn Y rav it

"It's a sad day," Melcher said after hearing 


interior's testimony, "because this jeopardizes the 
schedule of the oioeline " 


The problems of welds on the pipeline first 


emerged last August when Alyeska found discrepan- 
cies between the findings of the quality control agents 
of Bechtel Corp the major contractors and the 
reports of a subcontractor hired to X-ray the welds 
before the pipe was installed. 


Interior Undersecretary Kent Frizzell said it 


appeared that X rays of some welds were duplicated 
and falsely used to represent inspections of other 
welds. 


Alyeska checked its records and placed some 


3,000 out of 31,000 welds on a suspect list. 


Melcher said the auditing firm of Arthur Ander- 


son Associates was hired to determine which welds 
were properly X rayed and certified and which were 
not 


Melcher said he would hold further hearings 


later this month to find out who was responsible for 
checking the quality of pipeline construction. 


The Interior Department and Alyeska have been 


looking into the possibility of checking underground 
welds from inside the pipe, with a new technique 
called "acoustical holography," which would avoid 
digging down to the outside of the pipe. 


But Melcher said he doubted that Interior could 


legally accept such a substitute for X ray, which is 
specifically required in the department's stipulations 
for pipeline construction.

Vietnams reunited, 
with Hanoi capital

B A N G K O K , Thailand 


(AP) - North and South 
Vietnam were 
officially 


reunited Friday after 
more than 20 years of 
internal war. Hanoi was 
declared the 
capital. 


Radio Hanoi said leaders 
of the

Socialist 


Republic of Vietnam were 
elected by ballot. 


The r a d i o s a i d an 


"explosion of applause" 
greeted the announcement 
in the 492-member Nation- 
al Assembly. 


The former North Viet- 


namese flag, anthem and 
emblem were approved as 
symbols of the country. 


"A new page of Viet- 


namese history has been 
turned," the broadcast 
said. "At this moment, 
8:30 a.m. (9:30 p.m. EDT 
Thursday) on July 2, 1976, 
the Vietnamese nation is 
officially considered as a 
unified country from Cao 
Lang to Cao Mau." 


Cao Lang is the north- 


ernmost point of what was 
formerly North Vietnam 
and Cau Mau is the south- 
ern peninsula of the for- 
mer South Vietnam. 


The formal reunification 


announcement was some- 
thing of an anticlimax, 
since Hanoi and Saigon 
have described Vietnam 
as one during the past 
year. But the two halves 
maintained separate gov- 
ernment machineries and 
leaders until Friday. 


As many Western ob- 


servers had anticipated, 
all but one high govern- 


ment office went to North 
Vietnamese leaders rather 
than to those who had 
fought in the South. 


The exception was 


Nguyen Huu Tho, former 
president of the Provision- 
al Revolutionary Govern- 
ment of South Vietnam, 
who will be one of two vice 
presidents. The other will 
be Nguyen Luong Bang, 
North Vietnam's vice 
president since 1969. 


The largely ceremonial 


post of president went to 
88-year-old Ton D u e 
Thang, formerly North 
Vietnam's head of state. 
Pham Van Dong, a skilled 
and suave administrator 
and diplomat, retained his 
title of premier. 


Truong Chinh, a hard- 


liner and reputedly pro- 
Chinese, will be chairman 
of the standing committee 
of the Assembly. 


There was no initial in- 


dication that changes 
would occur in the highest 
r a n k s of V i e t n a m ' s 
Communist Party, the Lao 
Dong, where all major 
decisions are made and 
where real power lies. 


Most Vietnam watchers 


say the top five men in the 
party's 11-man Politburo 
are First Secretary Le 
Duan, followed by Chinh, 
Dong, Southerner Phan 
Hung and Nguyen Vo 
Giap, the general who 
routed the French at Dien 
Bien Phu. 


The top leadership is 


composed of aging veter- 
ans, most of them in their 
late 60s. Almost all helped 
found the Communist 


Party, fought the Japa- 
nese arid the French and 
finally directed the strug- 
gle against the United 
States and the Saigon gov- 
ernments it backed during 
the last war. 


Vietnam was divided by 


the 1954 Geneva agree- 
ment that followed the 
French defeat at Dien 
Bien Phu. The last Ameri- 
cans were withdrawn from 
the South on April 30,1975, 
following the Communist 
victory. 


Since then, the United 


States has refused to 
recognize either Viet- 
namese government and 
has vetoed their applica- 
tions for membership in 
the United Nations. 


The following short bio- 


graphies of some top offi- 
cials elected Friday were 
compiled from authorita- 
tive sources: 


F48—President Ton Due 


Thang held the same posi- 
tion in North Vietnam 
since the death of Viet- 
nam's revolutionary giant, 
Ho Chi Minh, in 1969. At 
88, he is not considered a 
significant figure and is 
not a'member of the all- 
powerful party Politburo. 


His anti-French activi- 


ties as a leader of student 
strikes forced him into 
exile. He returned to Viet- 
nam in 1927 and enrolled 
in Uncle Ho's Revolution- 
ary Youth League. Thang 
later spent 15 years in jail 
for complicity in murder 
and sedition. He was one 
of the more extremist 
members of North Viet- 
nam's Communist Party.

But it added, "The gap 


between America's aspira- 
tions and reality is still 
great and ... America is 
still very far from attain- 
ing the goals it set before 
itself 200 years ago." This 


view, it said, was express- 
ed even by President Ford 
in a Bicentennial state- 
ment. 


The article continued: 
"Millions of Americans 


find no occasion to cele- 
brate this year. There are 
over seven million jobless 
in the country, inflation is 
on the increase, prices are 
soaring while purchasing 
power is failing. There are 
also many social problems 
such>as crime, drug addic- 
tion, alcoholism, strained 
racial relations and many 
others. Corruption is wide- 
spread in top political 
echelons. 


"Bourgeois propaganda 


keeps harping on 'Ameri- 
can liberties,' 'democracy' 
and 'equal opportunities.' 
The worth of these things 
was well demonstrated by 
the recent exposures of 
criminal activities by the 


CIA, 
FBI and other gov- 


ernmental services." 


The 
Washington-date- 


lined article, written by 
correspondent 
Nikolai 


Pakhomov, was carried on 
Tass' Russian language 
service, indicating that it 
was intended for Soviet 
readers. 


Tass said U.S. official

SACRAMENTO (AP) - My. Gen. Evelle Younger 


said he hoped the U.S. Supreme Court death •penalty 
ruling Friday would quickly dear the way for execu- 
tions of California's 58 death row inmates. 


The state's top law enforcement official said at a 


San Francisco news conference that he thought the 
court's 7-2 vote, which ruled death for murder is not a 
cruel and unusual punishment as prohibited by the 
Constitution, upheld the 1972 California state death 


• 'penalty statute adopted by a 2-1 vote of the people. 
• 
"I hope we can get down to where there is an ' 


orderly carrying out of.executions in the near future," 
Younger said. 


However, there was a great deal of uncertainty 


among legal experts about, how the high court ruling 
affected California's death row population and the 
state's own death penalty law. 


Because the U.S. high court riding was not on a 


California case, it did not directly uphold or strike down 


the state death penalty law, which is based on state 
constitutional grounds.

That state; law is being challenged by a pending ' 


case before the state Supreme Court, which once before, 
in 1972, ruled a California capital punishment law uncon- 
stitutional.

And in addition to its ruling upholding the death 


penalty, the U.S. Supreme Court struck down laws in 
two states that, like California's, make capital punish- 
ment mandatory for specific crimes.

At San QUentin, where the state's apple-green gas 


chamber is located, prison spokesman Bill Merkle'said: 


"We'll probably have to-order supplies for it — 


sulfuricacid and cyanide."

The last execution in that Chamber took place in 


April 1967 when inmate Aaron Mitchell died, and Ed- 
mund Brown Jr. was among the protesters standing 
outside San Quentin's gates. 


Since becoming governor, Brown has said that 


although he personally opposes the death penalty, he 


. will uphold the law. He added Friday he would consider 
each plea for clemency on its merits. 


Legal experts said they did not expect the state 


Supreme Court to rule on the challenge to the state 
death, penalty'Statute until the fall — delaying any 
executions until after that decision. 


In the pending state case, Donald Bernard was 


convicted of killing a teen-age San Bernardino couple. 
The state court has accepted written arguments in the 
case. The court declined any comment Friday. 


California has had a mandatory death penalty since 


1974, when Prop. 17 went into effect requiring capital 
punishment for 11 specific crimes, including first-degree 
murder of an on-duty policeman.

With pride in their past and hope for 


the future, Americans this weekend kicked 
off the > nation's 200th birthday party — a 
multimillion-dollar Bicentennial extrava- 
ganza as diverse as the country's heritage. 


Five Bicentennial wagon trains con- 


verged on Valley Forge, Pa., and a fleet of . 
ships, led by 17 square-riggers, was en 
route from Newportj.R.I., to New York City 
and "Operation Sail," a Sunday display of 
naval vessels unmatched in decades. 


Much of the attention was focused on 


the East Coast cities that played a key part 
in the United States' early history — Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, New York and Washing- 
ton. 


But the spirit of independence and indi- 


viduality was, perhaps, best displayed in 
the thousands of events — some sober, 
some silly.— in towns and cities across the 
country starting Friday and running 
through Monday. 


There was something for everyone: re- 


creations of revolutionary events and dedi- 
cation of a landing site for flying saucers. 


Sports and speeches. Parades and parties. 
Fireworks and frisbees. Organizers boasted 
of plans for the longest this, the largest 
that, or the first of something else. 


The White House said more than 10,000 


persons would be sworn in as naturalized 
U.S. citizens in special Bicentennial cere- 
monies in over a dozen cities on July 4. 
. Some 7,000 persons are expected to take the 
oath in Miami alone. 


The government estimated that federal 


expenditures so far for the Bicentennial 
have totaled $400 million, including $51.8 
million to the American Revolutionary 
Bicentennial Commission. 


A key event on July 4 will be the 


pealing of bells, starting at 2 p.m., sup- 
posed to be the exact moment the Liberty 
Bell in Philadelphia announced the Decla- 
ration of Independence. The Liberty Bell 
itself is too fragile to be struck, but mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania Society will make 
do with a ring of the Centennial Bell. 


Other beUringers across the .country 


will follow-suit "Let every American re- 
solve that this nation, under God, will meet 


the future with the same courage and dedi- 
cation Americans showed the world two 
centuries ago," said President Ford in urg- 
ing the bell-ringing. 


There were some discordant notes: 


protests in several cities, labor troubles in : 
Philadelphia and Detroit, smaller-than ex- 
pected crowds in some areas, worries 
about fatal accidents in New York. 


But the over-all mood of the country as 


the year-long parade of Bicentennial events' 
came to a July 4 climax was one of exuber- 
ance. 


The Bicentennial wagon trains — some 


2,000 persons in 200 covered wagons repre- 
senting all 50 states — planned to make 
camp Saturday afternoon at Valley Forge, 
where George Washington wintered with 
his troops. 


Ford, in one of six speeches scheduled., 


for the five-day period that started Thurs- • 
day, planned a Sunday visit to Valley Forge 
to sign a bill making the area a national. 
park.

Transcript reveals Mayer fear

Former Long Beach 


Planning Director Ernest 
Mayer Jr. backed out of a 
plan to help a prominent 
Long Beach attorney with 
a development in Carson 
because he feared investi- 
gations of corruption into 
Long Beach city govern- 
ment, according to a 
grand jury transcript 
released Friday. 


Part of the transcript, a ' 


taped conversation be- 
tween Mayer 'and- Long 
Beach architect James 
Coppedge, said Mayer 
stepped out of the deal 
with attorney George Hart 
because he decided it 


"wasn't worth it." 


Mayer said in the con- 


versation that he had turn- 
ed the project over to for- 
mer Huntington Beach 
Planning Director Ken- 
neth A. Reynolds. 


The transcript in which 


the taped conversation 
was entered was taken 
from proceedings before 
the Los Angeles County 
grand jury last May. 


• Mayer was indicted by 
the jury June 2 on two 
counts of bribery stem- 
ming from his alleged ac: 
ceptance of more than 
$50,000 in bribes from Cop- 
pedge and another Long 
Beach architect,1 Claflin A. 
Ballance. 


According to another 


section of the transcript, 
Coppedge and 'Ballance 
testified that Mayer had 
what amounted to "dic- 
tatorial" powers over the 
Long Beach Planning 
Commission, which 
"rubber-stamped" 
his 


recommendations. 


"If you wished to have a 


project developed in Long 
Beach, you had to have his 
approval or you (got) no 
further," Coppedge told 
the jury. 
". . . The planning 


director had assumed over 
the years a posture where 
-his recommendations were 
couched virtually as a fiat 
to the commission," Coo- 


edge said. 


The Carson land devel- 


opment project was dis- 
cussed in a tape recording 
made Jan. 23,1976. 
.'Mayer-r-unaware that 
he was being taped—dis- 
cussed the development 
with Coppedge and said he ' 


, had been drawn into in- 


volvement in the project 
by attorney Hart. 


.Copies of feasibility 


studies on the project, 70 
acres south of the frontage 
road for the Artesia Free- 
way between Main Street 
•and Avalon Boulevard, 
were found in Mayer's 
apartment shortly after 
his arrest. 


The Carson City Council 


recently rejected an ap- 
peal on a zone change for 
the land which is control- 
led by Union Bank and 
Title Insurance and Trust 
Co. as trustees of an es- 
tate. 


In the taped conversa- 


tion, Mayer describes it as 
a "fine piece of property" 
and says Hart "led me to 
it and .wanted me to do the 
work on (it) but after 
thinking about it, the 
investigations (probes of 
alleged civic corruption in 
Long Beach city govern- 
ment) that were a prob- 
lem at the time and every- 
thing I decided that there 


commander to invesigate 
a complaint from a down- 
town bar owner about po- 
lice "rousting." 


"I told the watch com-

bomb ripped through the-lunchtime crowd in a dining .: 
hall for federal antiguerrilla police Friday, killing 18 ' 
persons and injuring 66, the army reported. 


A spokesman said 11 of the injured were in grave 


condition. 


A source said authorities had difficulty counting 


the dead and injured because the bomb had literally 
shredded bodies. Another said the blast caused the 
dining hall ceiling to cave in. 


"DEBRIS IS STILL being removed" from the 


heavily damaged building, an army communique 
stated. More than 100 policemen were estimated to 
have been in the hall at the time. 


The explosion, in a seven-story downtown build- 


ing, occurred several hours after troops and police 
reported killing 17 guerrillas in a clash around Argen- 
tina's biggest army base. 


In another development in Argentina's continu- 


ing political troubles, 27 Chilean exiles took refuge at 
the Canadian embassy in Buenos Aires, an official 
there said Friday. He said the refugees felt threat- 
ened in Argentina^ 


The government said three soldiers were wound-. 


ed in the predawn battle with guerrillas outside the 
Campo de Mayo army base, 20 miles north of Buenos 
Aires. 


The army said guerrillas opened fire and hurled 


grenades at a military truck traveling near a camp 
arsenal. The soldiers, with police support, returned ~ 
the fire, killing 12 attackers, then pursued those 
fleeing and killed five more, the army said. 


The deaths raised to 37 the number of guerrillas 


reported killed in three days of fighting between 
leftist insurgents and the forces of Argentina's mili- 
tary government.

The education budget 


includes about $2.8 billion 
for grades kindergarten 
through 12 and $1.8 billion 
for higher education, in- 
cluding. UC, the State, 
University and Colleges, 
and community colleges.

Public schools— Spend- 


ing is up about 10 per cent, 
including a $272 million 
school finance bill that 
Brown also signed Friday.

Hays at first public 
event since overdose 


Reagan hits White House 6ptdl' 


STRATTON, Ohio (AP) - Rep 


Wayne Hays appeared:in public for toe 
first time Friday since taking an over- 
dose of sleeping pills and said the exces- 
sive dosage was accidental. 


The 65-year-old Democratic congress- 


man still appeared to be weak. He came 
to this eastern Ohio community of ;500 
persons to present a Bicentennial flag 
and certificate. 


Speaking later to reporters, Hays, the 


central figure in the congressional 
payroll-sex scandal, gave this account of 
the overdose that occurred June 10: 


"As near as I reconstruct it, I came 


home late and I was very jittery and the 
doctor prescribed Dalmane, and he said 
two. I took two and I couldn't sleep. I got 
up and took two more and I still couldn't 
sleep. 


"I got up the third time and I thought 


I took two.-1 may have taken three or 
four. I don't know. I was pretty dopey. 
Anyway, I got more than I could tolerate. 


"I went to sleep all right, but it was a 


little hard waking up. 


"But if I would have wanted to com- 


mit suicide, there were 30 or 40 more 
pills in the bottle. I could have taken all 
of them and that would have done it. It 
was just pure dopiness that you get up in 
the middle of the night when you don't 
know what you're doing and take medi- 
cine." 


Hays won renomination for his 15th 


term to Congress in the Democratic pri- 
mary on June 8 and the following day 
drove to Washington. He flew back to his 
farm the same night. The next morning, 
his wife was unable to awaken him and 
he was taken to Barnesville Hospital in a 
coma. He was released eight days later. 


His physician, Dr. Richard Phillips, 


said he had prescribed Dalmane about 
214 weeks before the overdose to help 
relieve 'the stress that Hays had been 
under because of his admitted affair with 
Elizabeth Ray and his loss of a chair- 
manship in the House. 


Miss Ray, 33, had accused Hays of 


paying her as a secretary while she serv- 
ed only as his mistress. Hays denied the 
accusation. 


Hays, who has resigned as chairman 


of the powerful House Administration 
Committee for which Miss Ray worked, 
said he had no intention of quitting Con- 
gress or withdrawing from the general 
election. 


"I lost about 15 pounds," he said. 


"But I've regained maybe a pound or so. 
I feel pretty good. I'm weak, otherwise I 
feel all right." 


Asked about the reforms under way 


in the House, Hays said:

"The thing the press never did focus 


in on and probably never will is that all 
of these so-called excesses which they're 
now doing away with in the name of 
reforms were proposed by Mr. Thompson 
(Rep.

committee and came as a product of his 
subcommittee before the full commit- 
tee." 


As one example, Hays said he had 


opposed the 20-cent mileage fee and had 
argued for a 15-cent fee. As far as the 
double travel billings by some congress- 
men are concerned, Hays said, "If-a man 
certifies that he traveled by car and he 
actually traveled by plane, we have no 
way of knowing how he traveled. We 
have to take his word for it." 


Hays said he planned to return to 


Washington July 19 following the congres- 
sional recess.

Wiggins requests House to

After he was elected to 
Congress but before . he 
officially took office Hin- 
shaw solicited and receiv- 
ed stereo equipment for 
other favors, the indict- 
ment said. The convictions 
are being appealed. 


Wiggins said he offered 


the resolution because "I 
thought it was the right 
thing to do. 


"It seemed to me that it 


was a responsibility which 
should be borne by Repub- 
licans and primarily by 


Californians," he stated. 


Wiggins introduced the 


resolution 
Wednesday 


without haying solicited 
support from" other mem- 
bers of the House. 


"I told him shortly after 


his conviction. . . .that I 
thought he should resign," 
Wiggins declared. "He 
told me that he didn't in- 
tend to do so. I indicated 
to him that if he didn't 
resign that the only reme- 
dy left was to introduce a 
resolution to expel him." 


Hinshaw had indicated 


that he planned to appeal 
his conviction speedily, 
but Wiggins said the ap- 
peals are not likely to be 
resolved until after the 
94th Congress expires.

NEW "WHEN TO WATER" Houseplant 
Indicator, for indoor plants, lets the plant tell 
you when there is sufficient moisture, and 
when it needs a drink of water. 
Plants can tell 
when to water 


;Indoor houseplants can 


now tell their owners when 
they need to be watered 
and when they don't. 


A company, best known 


for making Scotch tape 
arid rescue kitchen pads, 
the

"When to Water" House- 
plant Indicators. 


The Indicators monitor 


water moisture rising to 
the surface from within 
the soil of a potted plant. 
When there is sufficient 
moisture in. the soil to 
maintain the plant, the 


center of the one-inch, 
water-like disc is pink. As 
the soil dries out, the Indi- 
cator turns blue, a sign 
that it's time to water the. 
plant. 


The Indicator is placed 


flat on top of the soil after 
watering. It's seen easily, 
but won't spoil the plant's 
appearance. It works for 
most indoor foliage plants, 
and each is effective for 
up to a year or longer.

There's some gardening 


folk who still--can't.'tell the 
difference between a.bbna- 
fide rose sucker, and a 
basal cane. The sucker is 
a rose cane that grows out 
from below the rose bud 
union area. 


The sucker might also 


grow up from the soil be- 
side the rose bush. Both 
such suckers should be re- 
moved, but not by cutting 
them back. Those suckers 
should be torn off. Once 
removed, they're not like- 
ly to regrow. If cut back, 
they send out .several 
more sucker 
branches 


where before there was 
only one. 


The suckers that are 


left undisturbed rob the 
rose bush of some nutri- 
ents and eventually weak- 
en the bush. In a long peri- 
od of time the undisturbed 
suckers eventually kill off 
the good desirable finely 
bred rose. 


The basal canes that 


look' like suckers but are 
good, are the brand new 
canes which will replace 
an equal number of oldest 
woodiest canes when the 
gardener prunes the rose 
bushes during the winter 
pruning season. 


They grow out in most 


cases from some bare part 
of the bud union area. 
Sometimes they grow out 
from the lower portion of 
old thick cane that has 
n u m e r o u s secondary 
branches. 


The bud union area is 


the slightly swollen por- 
tion of the bush which 
grew and. developed the 


choice variety -rose. 
branches. 


The trunk and the roots 


of the rose are the wild 
rose portion from which 
the choice variety rose ob- 
tains the v i g o r and 
growth! Some of the 1977 
All America Rose Selec- 
tions Awards include: 


DOUBLE DELIGHT is 


a fragrant large flowered 
red and'white hybrid tea 
rose, hybridized by Her- 
bert C. Swirri of California. 
He has spent his life 
breeding over 100 intro- 
ductions of fine roses. 


FIRST EDITION is a 


lovely coral color fioribun- 
da, introduced by Conard- 
Pyle Company (Star 
Roses), West Grove, Penn- 
sylvania. It was created . 
by Georges Delhard of 
France. This rose is good 
for showy hedge, also a 
lawn or driveway border. 


P R O M I N E N T is a 


bright orange grandiflora 
introduced by Jackson and 
Perkins Company of Med- 
ford, Oregon. It was bred 
by the famous German 
hybridizer Reimer Kordes. 
Though a grandiflora with 
typical candelabra type 
stems of blooms, it often 
throws many hybrid tea- 
like single stem roses. 


As long as we're dis- 


cussing colorful flowers, 
don't overlook some excel- 
lent perennials such as 
Transvaal daisies with sin- 
gle or double blossoms. 


Water them only as they 


thirst but deeply, feed 
them at monthly intervals 
with a balanced fertilizer 
containing more phospho- 


rus than nitrogen or po- 
tash. 


They'll blossom off and 


on for about eight months, 
or longer. They love the 
sun, but hate to have their 
. crowns — knobby areas 
where leaves and blos- 
soms spring., forth — 
covered by soil. Ttie 
crowns must be uncovered 
at all times.

- Flea beetles love di 
chondra lawns. The small 
black shiny beetles can 
cause a dichondra lawn to 
brown out within several 
days time. There are 
several stomach type 
pesticide sprays on the 
market. Ask the nursery- 
man which spray is sought 
out more than others, and 
purchase that one to at- 
tack those pests. 


Foliage sharp spraying 


of plants that tolerate 
sharp hosing at about 10 
days intervals. The" spray 
dislodges old leaves that 
drop in the crotches of the 
plants.. Such spraying re- 
moves possible dry pests 
nesting areas of plants' 
which usually attract the 
pests. 


Poinsettias particularly 


and hydrangeas too, are 
susceptible to spider mites 
infestation. The complaint 
of home gardeners at 
Christmas time when poin- 
settia flowers are cut for 
indoor decoration is... "I 
can't understand why my 
poinsettias don't have any 
grecs leaves left on the 
branches!" It is due to 
gardener not foliage sharp 
water spraying underside 
of the leaves, periodically 
in the summer. Also spray 
with a miticide spray. 


Hard spots in lawn may 


be due to sprinkler not 
wetting the particular 
area as do other sprin- 
klers or sprinkler heads, 
therefore the lawn soil 
stays harder, hence poorer 
growth in those spots. 
Gardener should jab a 


spading fork into those 
hard areas, then slowly 
water well. Spread evenly' 
about an eighth of an inch 
layer of the good steer 
manure or a top dressing 
then sprinkle well to settle 
it. Keep the area moist as 
though it had been newly 
seed sown until the area 
greens up. Check the 
sprinkler head. 


Continue feeding roses, 


camellias, and 
azaleas. 


Soil must be watered well 
beforehand. The fertilizer 
must be lightly chopped 
into the soil with a cultiva- 
tor, then watered well 
afterwards. 


Watch for hybrid tea 


rose basal cane breaks. 
They are new canes that 
sprout out from the bud 
union area of ;the plant, or 
from lower base of older 
canes with many second- 
ary branches. These canes 
then usually sprout out 
two new branches which 
produce long stems with 
lovely roses. The new 
growth that sprouts out 
below the bud union area 
or sprouts up from the 
rose root through the soil 
beside the rose bud, are no 
good. They should be torn 
off. 


Cut carnation blossom 


stems well down into the 
l e a f y g r o w t h of the 
branches. The l e a f y 
branches have slightly 
swollen rings at intervals. 
Cut above one of the rings. 
Cut back thusly forces the 
plant to send forth several 
new branches that later 
will produce more flowers.

The physician, Dr. Ger- 


aid B. Phillips, a professor 
of: •medicine at Columbia 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, said in the issue 
of 'the Lancet, British 
medical journal, published 
today. in London that the 
findings could represent 
an" important new risk fac- 
tor' .for heart attacks in 
men. ' 


''Phillips said it was not 


known -why the estrogen 
leyeJs.'.were raised and 
hdwivthey might cause 
heart-attacks. But he theo- 
ri£ed'»that physiological 
changes' that influenced 
dietary and smoking 
habits could be among the 
po'ssible explanations. 
- O t h e r physicians rln- 
vribed the findings as 
both surprising and excit- 
ing because they run coun- 
ter to conventional medi- 
cal thinking. Doctors long 
have believed that the 
high incidence of heart at- 
tacks in men meant that 
male hormones predis- 
posed people to heart at- 
tacks, but relatively; few 
studies-have been done to 
relate'hormone-test re- 
sults to heart attacks. 
•;• Heart attacks in women 
generally occur after 
menopause, at which time 


•the body has diminished. 
•For this reason; doctors 
have assumed that estro- 
'gen in some unknown way 
protects women against 
tort 
attacks. 
. 


Men normally have 


estrogen in' their blood :but 
in amounts ; much 'lower 
than that found in the men 
in' the Roosevelt Hospital 
study; Doctors • cautioned 
that a high estrogen level 
did not necessarily mean 
.that an .individual would 
.suffer a 'heart attack or 
that the presence of a nor- 
mal estrogen level would 
protect against a heart at- 
tack. 


Phillips's report comes 


at a time when cardiology 
leaders contend .an urgent 
need exists for reappraisal 
of current concepts about 
the cause of heart attacks 
and for development of a 
fundamentally new ap- 
proach designed to reduce 
the impact of heart at- 
tacks on society. The 
American Heart Associa- 
tion says that Americans 
suffer 1 million heart at- 
tacks each year. 


Phillips, who is a spe- 


cialist in internal medicine 
with, an interest in bio- 
chemistry and fat metabo- 
lism, said in an interview 
that his study apparently 
«'3T the first to measure 
sex hormones in the blood 
of heart-attack patients. 
When he began his study 
two years ago! he said he 
was" looking for new ap- 
proaches to understanding 
the basic cause of heart 
attacks.

unsuspected clues to heart 
attacks, Phillips said he 
purposely concentrated on 
meticulously examining 
yOung-heartrattack pa-

"My style is to do care- 


ful studies on a few:people 
rather than a large num- 
ber superficially," Phillips 
said. 


The first patient, a 38- 


year-old man, told Phillips 
• 


that he shaved just every 
second or third day and 
had (ost his sex drive over 
the preceding three years. 


"The finding struck me 


as very interesting," Phil- 
lips said. "I m e a n 
masculinity had always 
been stressed as a factor 
in heart attacks." The sec- 
ond and third patients 
Phillips examined in the 
study also had feminizing 
characteristics. 
Accord- 


ingly, Phillips said, 'he de- 
cided to measure the 
amounts of various male 
and female sex hormones 
in the heart-attack pa- 
tients. He studied 15 
Roosevelt Hospital pa- 
tients who had heart at- 
tacks between the ages of 
32 and 42 and another 15 
businessmen of compara- 
ble age and without 
serious illness who volun- 
teered 
to serve as 


scientific controls. . 


"I found just the oppo- 


site of what everybody 
would expect," Phillips 
said. 


What he learned was 


that the heart-attack pa- 
tients on the average had 
higher estrogen levels 
than did the controls. Of 
thp 15 heart-attack pa- 
tients, 11 'had none of the 
major known risk factors, 
except for smoking in 
nine, and three of these 
had not smoked for three 
years before their heart 
attacks/Phillips said. 


If other scientists con- 


firm Phillips' study, he 
said, "the next step would 
be to discover the reason 
for the increased estrogen 
and to eliminate the hor- 
mone as a risk factor by 
drugs, dietary changes 
and other factors — that's 
the ultimate goal." 


Water on 
Mars may 
ice Viking

PASADENA-The 


scanty Martian atmos- 
phere may hold-, enough 
water vapor to form thin 
coats of ice on the Viking 
robot lander during the 
chill nights -on Mars,, a 
scientist reported Friday. 


And t h e - c a m e r a s 


•mounted on the mechani- 
cal explorer may see 
morning ground fogs com- 
posed of ice crystals, said 
Dr. Crofton B. Farmer. 


The scientist's report on 


amounts of .water vapor 
being detected in the 
atmosphere 
confirmed 


earlier. findings, which 
have been surprising be- 
cause of the amounts de- 
tected. 


The observations also fit 


•his theory that liquid 
water could exist for short 
periods of time. 


If true, chances of Mar- 


tian life existing would be 
improved. 


"Here we h a v e a 


scenario in which small 
quantities of ice can go 
through a liquid phase 
daily and perhaps provide 
some water in the form 
Martian bugs would like," 
Farmer said. 


EVER SINCE space- 


craft from Earth got a 
glimpse of Mars a dozen 
years ago, the planet was 
thought to be incapable ol 
containing liquid water on 
the surface. 


Another report Friday 


seemed to confirm some- 
thing about the planet's 
atmosphere that has been 
suspected only since a re- 
cent Soviet Mars mis- 
sion—that it contains a 
substantial quantity o 
argon gas. 


The importance of sue! 


a finding is that it woult 
probably mean Mars once 
had a much denser atmos- 
phere— which would have 
exerted sufficient pressure 
to allow water to exist in a 
liquid form. In fact, the 
planet might have been a 
very different place, com- 
plete with rushing rivers 
and moderate tempera- 
tures—factors that coulc 
have nurtured life.

Catholics talk on female priests 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


A task force on women set 
up by a Roman Catholic 
bishops' committee has 
concluded that women 
should be admitted to the 
priesthood. 


The group of four nuns 


and two laywomen, form- 
ed by a bishops' ad hoc 
committee on women in 
society, was chaired by 
Sister Margaret Brennan, 
former superior general of 
the Sisters of the Immacu- 
late Heart of Mary. The 
report of its study said: 


"Concrete steps ... 


should be set in motion to 
insure the admission of 
women to all forms of 
ministry in the church, in- 
cluding the diaconate and 
ordained priesthood." 


Meanwhile, at the Vati- 


can, the Pontifical Biblical 
Commission has voted 12- 
to-5 that Holy Scripture 
alone does not. provide 
sufficient grounds "to ex- 
clude the possibility" of 
ordaining women. The

NEW YORK.(AP)-A 


tough realism, born of an 
ancient Biblical idea* 
underlay the founding of 
these United States — 'a 
conviction that human 
beings, including the most 
elevated statesmen of gov- 
ernment, can go wrong. 


They were regarded, in 


Scriptural terms, as sub- 
ject to sin. 


It's an old, old notion, 


and the term is not at all 
fashionable these days, 
however extensive the 
problem itself, but aware- 
ness of it tempered the 
building blocks of the na- 
tion. 


On its 200th birthday 


this weekend, the national 
structure still holds, and 
much of the credit for it is 
given to the original scath- 
ing view of- the human 
condition. 


Historians say it's what 


distinguished the Ameri- 
can system and made it 
last through all sorts of 
aberrations and upheav- 
als, while other struggles 
for liberation often relaps- 
ed into tyranny; 


IN SUCH cases, the 


masses took a rosy, trust- 
ing view of their leaders, 
whose authority subse- 
quently turned repressive. 
But the American found- 
ers viewed those put in 
positions of power with a 
dour, critical eye. 


That note of skepticism 


about the human tendency 
was written into the U.S. 
Constitution, with its 
checks and balances giv- 
ing each branch of govern- 
ment — the President, the 
Congress, the courts — re- 
straining reins on the 
others. 


Each was limited in 


relation to the other, their 
functions so allotted that 
each was- considered able 
to curb the others from 
excesses. 


"There is a hearty Puri- 


tanism in the view of 
human nature which per- 
vades the instrument," 
wrote historian-jurist 
James Bryce in describing 
the U.S. Constitution to the 
British in the new nation's 
first century. 


"It is the work," he 


said, "of men who believe 
in original sin and were 
resolved,to leave open for 
transgressors 
no 
door 


which they could possibly 
shut." 


THE AMERICAN Revo- 


lution came shortly before 
another one in Europe, the 
French Revolution of 1789. 
While the objectives were 
similar, the throwing off 
of kingly rule, the out- 
comes differed radically. 


The United States sur- 


vived arid flourished while 
the new French republic 
degenerated into the mass 
executions of the "Terror" 
and the military despot-

Antireligion crusade falters in Russia

LENINGRAD, U.S.S.R. 


(AP) — Fifteen young Rus- 
sians, led by their tour 
guide, paused by a papier- 
mache display at Lenin- 
grad's Museum of the 
History of Religion and 
Atheism. 


The display showed a 


religious procession wind- 
ing through the middle of 
a 14th century European 
village while stretcher- 
bearers carried off the 
bodies of villagers who 
had died of the Black 
Plague. 
"It was thought that 


such religious .processions 
would.cause God to.stop 
the plague," the young 
woman guide said with a 
wry smile. The ' visitors 
smiled, too. . 


''Of course, it didn't 


help at all." 


FIFTY EIGHT years 


after the Communists took 
power, the Soviet Union is 
still campaigning to con- 
vince its people that reli- 


gion is useless, supersti- 
tion. 


The campaign .is going 


"successfully,"- 
govern- 


ment propagandists say, 
but there is no complete 
box score to back the 
claim up. There are only 
scattered official asser- 
tions, such as one in 1973 
that only 2 per cent of 
young Soviet citizens be- 
lieve in God and another 
this year that at most 60,- 
000 of the country's more 
than two million Jews ac- 
tively practice their faith. 


C u r r e n t 
a t h e i s t 


literature in the Soviet 
Union, in fact, admits the 
campaign is.still.far from 
over.

Just last year, Lenin- 


grad officials were alarm- 
ed to discover that only 61 
per cent of schoolchildren 
surveyed had a "positive 
attitude" toward atheism, 
therefore could not be con- 
sidered fully inoculated 
against religion. 


THE MOST most com- 


mon Western 
estimates 


are that the Soviet Union's 
255 million people still in- 
clude at least 30 million 
Russian Orthodox believ- 
ers, 4 million practicing 
Roman Catholics, a mil- 
lion Baptists and 25 mil- 
lion Moslems. 


The Soviet atheism 


campaign has a long and 
checkered history. A few 
enthusiasts started bull- 
dozing churches immedi- 
ately after the 1917 Bol- 
shevik Revolution, but the 
state put a stop to that 
because it was causing re- 
sentment a m o n g the 
population and the build- 
ings could be used for pur- 
poses other than religion. 


The Communist Party 


waged a strong propagan- 
da campaign against reli- 
gion from 1925 to 1943, 
when dictator Joseph 
Stalin cut the effort off be- 


cause he needed the sup- 
port of churchmen in the 
war against the Germans. 


The campaign was re- 


vived to an extent after 
the war and again in the 
late 1950s, when then 
Premier Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev believed the country 
was on the brink of suc- 
cessfully molding the 
"new Soviet man." 


Now, 
the antireligion 


campaign is again out of 
the national spotlight but 
remains active on lower 
levels. 


The central press talks 


little about it, Communist 
leaders leave atheism out 
of their speeches and the 
weathervane 
theoretical 


journal Kommunist hasn't 
had a major article on 
atheism for a year. 


Some 
speculation in 


Moscow links the low vis- 


ibility of the atheist move- 
ment to the large amount 
of Western attention that 
claims of religious injus- 
tices here have received. 


OTHER suggestions are 


that the Soviets are satis- 
fied that religion is no 
longer a "mass problem" 
— despite the lines that 
form at churches at East- 
er and Christmas. 


Meanwhile, the Soviet 


Union's devout believers 
— "the unconvertible," 
propagandists of atheism 
say — claim pressure on 
them is as strong as ever. 


They report difficulties 


getting religious materi- 


als, pressure to merge 
congregations and close 
churches and harassment 
of believers who try to 
pass religion on to their 
children — despite 
the 


Soviet Union's constitu- 
tional guarantee of free- 
dom of religion. 


"There is no religious 
: 


literature and you can't 
even try to get it," says 
one young woman who is 
an active Baptist. "And 
the Russian Orthodox, 
their missal comes out 
every year in such small 
quantities that there's 
barely enough for one in 
each church."

Mayer indicated that 


Edgerton questioned him 
about his (Mayer's) possi- 
ble involvement ana said 
he (Edgertonl was "play- 
ing it pretty cagey about 
developing friendships . . 


Discussing Mayer's role 


as Long Beach planning 
director, Coppedge. said 
Mayer handled the job dif- 
ferently than similar 
executives in other cities. • 


"In many communities 


the planning director is 
a—I mean, the planning 
director is kind of a fact- 
finder and makes recom- 
mendations, but the ulti- 
mate body in terms of 
making the decision is the 
planning commission. 


"IN CANDOR, I must 


state that condition does 
not obtain in Long Beach 
or did not obtain, and that 
the recommendations of 
Mr. Mayer were just 
virtually rubber-stamped 
by the planning commis- 
sion. ..." 


Coppedge, a s k e d if 


Mayer had absolute power 
over the success or failure 
of any substantial real es- 
tate development in the 
city, replied "without any 
question whatsoever." 


Outlining the technique 


Mayer used to elicit bribes 
from the architects, Cop- 
pedge said Mayer would 
tell the architects there 
was a crisis in a develop- 
ment and he needed pay- 
ment. 


The crises would in- 


volve such things as 
density or plot plans and 
would miraculously disap- 
pear as soon as Mayer got 
his money, Coppedge 
claimed. 


The transcript reveals 


that Coppedge told the 
grand jury that a repre- 
sentative of M. J. Brock 
and Sons, the firm which 
had planned to build a 
hotel and several restau- 
rants in the Pacific Ter- 
race project, proposed a 
payoff to Mayer even be- 
fore 
M a y e r 
had 


approached the architects 
about bribes. 


COPPEDGE 
said 


Mayer had asked the 
architects if they knew 
developers "of sub- 
stance," someone capable 
of taking on a project of 
the magnitude of the one 
proposed at Pacific Ter- 
race. Coppedge and Bal- 
lance proposed Brock, a 
subsidiary of Insurance 
Com'pany of North Ameri- 
ca, and Brock indicated an 
interest. 


Coppedge said the man 


assigned by the Brock 
organization to negotiate 
with the city to obtain a 
lease on the property in 
Pacific Terrace, asked 
"what Mayer would ex- 
pect, if anything." 
".. .at that time I indi- 


cated that I wasn't aware 
of anything he would ex- 
pect," Coppedge told the 
grand jury. 


But the Brock represen- 


tative suggested that a 
trip to Acapulco or Hawaii 
would be "a nice thing for 
all of his (Mayer's) efforts 
in behalf of the Brock 
organization," Coppedge 
said. 


THE Brock develop- 


ment in Pacific Terrace 
didn't materialize, but 
soon after the conversa- 
tion w i t h R e d d i c k , 
Mayer's solicitation of 
bribes from the two archi- 
tects began. 


Mayer indicated he 


wanted a landscape archi- 
tect firm, in which he was 
a principal in at the time, 
to play a part in the Pacif- 
ic Terrace project, Cop- 
pedge told the grand jury. 


Then when the project 


didn't come off, Mayer ap- 
proached the architects 
and said he could get 
other jobs for them and 
expected to be paid for 
. doing so. 


Coppedge said the first 


payment of $200 was made 
in December 1971 or Janu- 
ary 1972, and the payoffs 
continued until Mayer's 
arrest last May 14. 


Before that date, the 


architects testified, they 
paid Mayer more than 
$26,000. An additional $25,- 
000 in Mexican gold pesos 
was in Mayer's possession 
when he was apprehended.

One group of wagons 


reached Philadelphia on 
Friday after a cross-coun- 
try trek that started in 
California. "I wanted to 
see the country and I 
wanted .to do something 
for 'it," said Tom Gabel, 
17, of Redlands, who was a 
blacksmith on the journey. 
"You know," he comment- 
ed, "it's still America, a 
place where people still 
think the way they used to 
and still have pride." 


Philadelphia 
officials, 


however, were a little 
worried. Attendance was 
below expectations. Visi- 
tors to Independence Hall, 
where the Declaration of 
Independence was signed 
July 4, 1776, found there 
was no waiting line Friday 
m o r n i n g . Normally, 
there's a 10-minute wait. 


The number of march-' 


ers signed up for the city's 
official parade on Sunday 
dropped from 70,000 to 35,- 
000 and some officials ex- 
pressed concern that 
planned protest parades 
and warnings of huge 
crowds had seared people 
off. The union represent- 
ing garbage collectors and 
some other city employes 
called a strike. 


The festivities in the na- 


tion's capital officially 
begin today with the 
American 
Bicentennial 


Grand Parade down Con- 
stitution Avenue. It won't 
be the nation's largest pa- 
rade — Los Angeles is 
claiming that it's eight- 
hour march will win that 
honor. 


The President's Bicen- 


tennial schedule started 
two days earlier at the 
Capitol, with the opening 
of a centennial safe, a sort 
of time capsule sealed in 
1876. 


Here's a look at the rest 


of Ford's schedule: today, 
an "Honor America" 
entertainment at Kennedy 
Center; Sunday, church 
services, the Valley Forge 
speech and appearances 
at Philadelphia and New 
York; Monday, a visit to 
Thomas Jefferson's home, 
Monticello, at Charlottes- 
ville.Va. 


New York City focused 


its celebration on the 
arrival of the armada. The 
parade of naval vessels up 
and down the Hudson 
River separating New 
York and New Jersey was 
expected to draw millions 
of viewers to vantage 
points in both states. 


Mayor Charles Miller of 


• Weehauken, N.J., said, 
"We anticipate as many 
as 200,000 people. We don't 
know if those antique rail- 
ings (along the cliffs) can 
hold, and frankly we ex- 
.pect fatalities." 


In Boston, the U.S.S. 


Constitution will sound a 
21-gun salute — the first 
time her guns have been 
fired in 100 years. Earlier, 
light from the star Epsilon 
Lyrae — which is 200 light 
years away — will be fo- 
cused through a telescope 
at the Mauna Kea Obser- 
vatory in Hawaii. 


The light will be focused 


on a sensor, which will 
trigger a switch transmit- 
ting a current to Boston to 
light the "one if by land 
and two if by sea" lantern 
in the tower of the Old 
North Church.

high court's death penalty 
ruling.

"It is discretionary for 


the judge and jury to see 
if the circumstances of a 
case fit the criteria hi the 
statute/' argued state Sen. 
H.L. Richardson, a con- 
servative Arcadia Repub- 
lican who was a sponsor of 
Prop. 17: : 


If the state death'penal- 


ty is overturned by a state 
court: ruling, Richardson 
said he would wage anoth- 
er campaign through the 
Legislature or by initiative 
to reinstate the death 
penalty. 


In his remarks at an El 


Monte news conference, 
Brown said: "I will ob- 
serve the law as it is writ- 
ten and upheld by our 
courts." 
1 He said if-a case war- 
ranted it, he would use the 
clemency power vested in 
his office. 


Death penalty support- 


ers hailed the ruling, as 
expected, while foes saw 
the ruling as a grim set- 
back. 


"The death penalty is 


discriminatory and it pro- 
vides no justifiable benefit 
to society other than the 
infliction of vengeance. I 
don't think it is govern- 
ment's business to be our 
official avenger," said 
Mike Callahan, assistant 
executive director for the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union in Northern Califor- 
nia. 


J. Anthony K l i n e , 


Brown's legal adviser, 
said that the decision "is 
going to have an adverse 
impact on the state Su- 
preme Court's chances of 
overruling the death 
penalty, but it doesn't rule 
it out" 


Deputy state Atty. Gen. 


William James, who 
argued before the U.S. Su- 
preme Court that individu- 
al states should have the 
right to decide on the 
death penalty issue, said: 


"From what I have 


heard, it sounds very 
favorable. Now I think we 
can go ahead with at least 
the knowledge as far as 
the U.S. Constitution is 
concerned that this form 
of penal sanction is per- 
missiable." 


Under the state death 


penalty, a jury must de- 
cide if the circumstances 
in a case fit the "special 
circumstances" described 
in the state law, such as 
murder in commission of 
a robbery. 


Then in the penalty 


phase of the trial, if they 
find that the case does fit 
these circumstances, they 
then are required to re- 
turn the'death penalty 
against a defendant. 
'Richardson said that if 
the state law is overturned 
by the state court, "I am 
sure we are in a position 
to .pass the necessary 
legislation or initiative to 
bring us into line with 
court decisons.' . 


"I don't believe Califor- 


nians would tolerate play- 
ing around with the death 
penalty, in the sense of not 
imposing it It's a very 
strong.issue in this state. 
It's a gut issue in Califor- 
nia." ' 
. 


Thirty-four states have 


enacted death 'penalty 
laws in the last four years 
and still have them on the 
books. Over half of them 
make death mandatory for 
specified crimes. 


Of 630 persons who were 


on death row according to 
the latest count by The As- 
sociated Press, at least 43 
were condemned for 
nonfatal crimes such as 
rape or kidnaping and rob- 
bery. 


Congress has also pass- 


ed legislation providing a 
mandatory death penalty 
for airplane hijackings re- 
sulting in loss of life. No 
one has been sentenced 
under this law. 


Most major churches, 


both Protestant and 
Roman Catholic, as well 
as the three wings of 
Judaism have opposed 
restoration of the death 
penalty. 


Some smaller conserv- 


ative church bodies have 
supported capital punish- 
ment, but the predominant 


weight of U.S. >li|kmi 
onablzitiou hit; gone 
.against it. 


American Roman Cath- 


olic bishops took a stand 
against it two years .ago, 
following similar ..stands 
by a down individual Pro- 
testant bodies and'the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, 
involving most major-Pro- 
testant and Orthodox 
churches.

right decision in upholding 
capital punishment.

And there appeared-to 


be little doubt the court 
ruling Friday, upholding 
the concept of capital pun- 
ishment for murders 
brings the court a-lot 
closer to the thinking, of 
most Americans.

Canal defense 
needs outlined 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


A force of 100,000 men 
would be needed to defend 
the Panama Canal against 
an all-out Cuban-backed 
Panamanian attack, a 
State Department report 
estimated Friday. 


In the absence of a new 


.Panama Canal treaty, the 
United States "could not 
expect much sympathy 
from Latin American 
countries" that are part- 
ners in the Inter-American 
Treaty on Reciprocal As- 
sistance, the report said. 


NATO allies of the 


United States "would 


probably view a conflict 
between the United States 
and Panama as a bilateral 
or Western Hemisphere 
affair and not be disposed 
toward involvement," it 
added.

Smog-sampling balloonist:* in test flight

"Atmosat America," 'a 33- 


foot pressurized helium balloon 
carrying two Aerospace Corp. 
pilots, lifted off its launching 
site in Rancho Palos Verdes at 
10:27 a.m. Friday for a weekend 
test night.

Dr. Thomas F. Heinsheimer 


of Rolling Hills, the pilot, and 
.Peter C. Neushul, a former.Long 
Beach State University, psychoi- 
' ogy' student, are .scheduled to 
conduct a ,48-hour simulated 
smog-sampling experiment over 
the Los Angeles basin. . 


•An hour after launch from a 


former Mike missile base over- 
looking Marineland, the silver 
balloon .and its gondola were 
hovering in the Palos Verdes 


Peninsula area, drifting north- 


. west into Torrance oh a light 
breeze. 


The •flight, was delayed 24 


hours by unfavorable wind 
conditions Thursday. 


The balloon is the same one 


used by Heinsheimer and Neu- 
shul on two previous flights this 
year, one of which carried them 
into Mexico, across the Gulf of 
California and back to a safe 
landing north of the border at 
Lukevflle, Ariz. 


Following the initial test 


flights, a new gondola of alumi- 
num and fabric replaced the 
conventional wickerware basket 
in order to reduce weight by 
about 200 pounds. The lighter, 
lighter-than-air craft can fly at 
higher altitudes and carry addi- 
tional scientific equipment. 


On , Friday, the Aerospace 


balloonists evaluated the bal- 
loon's ability to maintain de- 
sired altitudes. They also tested 
the efficiency of controlling their 
flight.path by using on-board 
observations and weather-data 
relayed by radio from'.Federal 
Aviation Administration facili- 
ties.

Today they hope to be flying 


east ,'pr northeast from the 
launch site at altitudes between 
8,000 and 10,000 feet. By operat- 
ing without intentionally venting 
helium, the crew will be able to 
measure the exact rate of loss of 
the gas due to any small leaks in 
the balloon skin.

Heinsheimer and Neushul 


will be in radio communication 
with an Aerospace chase vehicle 
on the ground, following the 


path of the balloon. They also 
will radio technical data and 
trajectory information to the 
Aerospace Control Center in El 
Segundo. 


Next month the balloonists 


plan to start a series of flights in 
the "America" to monitor smog 
levels in the Los Angeles basin. 


The current flight is part of 


an Aerospace program to devel- 
op a much larger unmanned 
atmospheric satellite (Atmosat) 
which will measure air pollution 
and other environmental phe- 
nomena at 60,000 feet around the 
world f.or durations of up to a 
year. 


Aerospace Corp. provides 


scientific, technical and engi- 
neering services to government 
agencies.

His cue to theorize on dismantling 
Pool-table theft gets fuzz on Ball

When two antique pool tables 


we're stolen from the lith floor of 
the Omar Hubbard. Building in 
Long Beach last summer, police 
investigators turned to Harold Ball 
for help.

Investigators went to Ball, 47, 


because he had repaired the two 
tables before their disappearance 
and he has-been associated with the. 
billiard-table business for 30 years. 


In 1971he became owner of the 


West State Billiard Supply Co., 33 
Locust Ave. Before that, he was a . 
partner in the store with his father, 
who bought it in 1946. 


• ON TUESDAY the City .Council 
called for an investigation of 
charges that city employes stole 
items—including the pool tables— 
from the Hubbard Building before 
it was razed in April. 
. In-an interview Friday, Ball 
said he.went to the building last 
July to -appraise the poo! tables 
before, they were to be be sold'to 
the city's Recreation Department 
for its clubhouses. That's when 
Uiey were found to be missing. • 


.Ball estimates that one of the

$1,000. ^The other, a Brunswick 
baby grand built between 1900 and.

does ho good to speculate. But. 
whoever did it had to have spent 
some time around a pool hall."

000 a year from selling pool-table 
supplies. His name is an asset: 
"Sort of fits the business, doesn't 
it?"

Long Beach city department 


heads have been ordered by Acting 
City Manager Robert C. Creighton 
to restrict their contacts with the 
press and report all conversations 
with media representatives to his 
office. 


The order also told the depart- 


ment heads to leave all comments 
on city policy to the manager's 
office. It was issued at a Thursday 
meeting of department heads, ac- 
cording to City Hall staff members. 


The new policy came to light 


when an Independent, Press-Tele- 
gram reporter was told that his 
request for an interview with a 
department head would have to be 
reported to Creighton's office. 


HARRY Fulton, the city man- 


ager's special assistant who 
watches over public relations, said, 
"We are not trying to be censors. I 
like to be informed, and there have 
been a lot of things coming out in 
the papers that I don't know about 
until I see it in print. 


"We want department heads to 


converse with reporters," he con- 
tinued. "If they (reporters) ask for 
facts—give 'em the facts. 


"I just want to know what the 


reporters were told. The same 
information. That's all it boils down 
to," Fulton said. 


But one high-ranking staff 


member assailed the new policy 
saying, "If we were running a re- 
. spectable ship, we wouldn't be in 
the position of worrying about that. 
We shouldn't have to screen infor- 
mation." 


CREIGHTON'S order also 


applies to issuing information to 
the public as well, said the staff 
member, who requested anonymi- 
ty. A citizen seeking opinions on 
ordinances or other matters should 
be referred to the city manager, 
the source said. 


If the interview requested by a 


reporter appears to inolve a major 
or in-depth topic, the session must 
be reported to Creighton's office in 
advance, it was learned. 


"All policy statements are to be 


channeled through Harry Fulton," 
said Deputy City Manager Barney 
Walezak, who is in charge of per- 
sonnel. 


"Any comment with an overall 


(city) implication must come from 
the city manager's office, but this 


is not an attempt at muzzling," 
Walezak said. 


"We are still allowed to com- 


ment within our areas of exper- 
tise," he added. 


Walezak noted that Creighton 


was "trying to pull things togeth- 
er" following the recent events that 
have shaken City Hall, including 
the indictment of former Planning 
Director Ernest Mayer Jr. on brib- 
ery charges and the resignation of 
former City Manager John R. Ma'n- 
sell. 


"It's 
the critical times that 


generated this," Budget Director 
James Phelps said. "That's what is 
on everybody's minds. 


"Bob Creighton feels his office 


is being challenged by the public 
for not being frank, and he wants 
all of us to be candid," Phelps said. 


"If the information requested is 


public information or the man- 
ager's position has been made 
clear" then the department head 
can comment, Phelps said.

deed, Korshak's name has 
surfaced in connection 
with more than 20 organ- 
ized crime investigations 
-over the years, and Tie has 
testified or been subpoena- 
ed to testify before at least 
six federal and state 
grand juries. But he has 


, never been indicted.

• Korshak's friends 
and 


associates have quoted 
him as boasting about the 
government's inability to 
produce evidence of crimi- 
nal activity by him. "I've 
been investigated by more 
congressional committees 
than anybody," one as- 
sociate recalled his saying 
during a 1968 business 
meeting, "but nobody's 
got anything on me." 


SOME o f f i c i a l s at- 


tributed the failure to con- 
vict Korshak to a lack of 
high-level commitment in 
the government to organ- 
ized crime investigations 
and a chronic reluctance 
to seek the indictment of 
lawyers who represent 
underworld figures. 


Officials said, however, 


that in recent months the 
Justice Department had 
begun a major reexamina- 
tipn of its efforts against 
sophisticated economic 
crime and labor racke- 
teering, focusing on Kor- 
shak and a number of 
others.

general in charge of the

criminal division, said in 
an interview that new 
emphasis would be placed 
on tracing the under- 
world's infiltration of le- 
gitimate business.

Designed to provide businesses 


anywhere, coast to coast, with instant 
business credit reports on existing and 
potential customers, the new service 
was activated by the National Credit 
Information Service (NACIS) from its 
headquarters in Long Beach. 


Operated by TRW Business Credit 


Services for the National Association 
of Credit Management (NACM), .the 
service' will be available this month 


, only to subscribing companies which 


have teleprinter terminals capable of 
accessing the NACIS computers in 
Anaheim. 


Starting Aug. 2, altof the NACM's 


40,000 members will be able to use the

" reports by contacting NACM-affiliated 
associations in 47 cities which also will 
have teleprinters linked to the central 
file.' 


"NACIS, which was developed in 


response to today's rapidly changing 
economic condition, represents the 


first, major breakthrough in business 
credit reporting iii' more than 100 
years," said James H. Holly, vice 
president and general.manager of 
TRW Business Cfedit'Services. 


"For the first time companies will 


be able to instantly' receive credit 
information on other firms that is. 
comprehensive; highly accurate .and 
totally objective," he said. 


NACIS'reports, contain specific, 


information on how firms pay their 
bills to suppliers and banking relation- 
ships, where available.. 


Details on open accounts, date of 


last sale, payment terms, recent high 
credit, amounts currently owing and 
past due amount's in'30, 60 and 90-day 
categories will be included, as well as 
a trend analysis of a firm's payment 
record for the previous six months. 


The information is extracted from 


the automated accounts receivable 
data provided by contributing firms 
every 90 days. It is expected that 
approximately 2,500 firms eventually 
will be providing data on some 2,500,- 
000 million companies.

Scientists attempt to harness fusion 


By JOHN C. EAGAN 


LIVERMORE W — On a 'former cattle ranch 50 


miles east of San Francisco, researchers are at- 
tempting to harness fusion — the energy source of 
the sun and stars — for generating clean, inexhaust- 
ible energy on earth. 


"We've got a long way to go, but we've already 


come a long way," laser fusion research chief John 
L. Emmett told reporters this week on a tour of the 
University of California's Lawrence Livermore Labo- 
ratory. 


A key tool for the research, being conducted for 


the Energy Research and Development Administra- 
tion, is the newly completed $3.5 million Argus laser 
.generator. 


Emmett said the Argus, a third generation laser 


. generator covering space about the size of a football

field, is capable of producing twice as much energy 
as all the power plants in the United States com- 
bined. Argus experiments began June 1. 


A fourth-generation laser, called Shiva and 10 


times as powerful as Argus, is under construction 
now at Livefmore. The $25 million Shiva is scheduled 
for completion in October 1977. 


Dr. Roger E. Batzel, head of the laboratory 


which has a $202 million budget and 6,000 employes' 
said Lawrence scientists are studying both lasers and 
magnetic confinement as methods to create fusion. 


The concept is that heat from the fusion — a 


continuing series of tiny thermonuclear explosions — 
would heat a fluid, creating steam to drive electrical 
generators. Batzel said it appears possible that an 
experimental laser fushion power generating system 
will be operating by the late 1980s. 


"My opinion is that the solution to our long-range 


energy problems may well depend on the success of 
either or both of these methods," Batzel said. 


"We've got to pursue both options now to be'sure 


we have one that works around the turn of the 
century. It's beginning to look like both will work - 
although we can't be certain. If both work, each may 
have novel complementary applications." 


Emmett said advantages over present-day nu- 


clear power plants include that fusion burns cleanly 
with no radioactive waste, core cooling hazards are 
not a problem, and the fuel is heavy hydrogen — 
almost inexhaustible on earth. 


Some radioactivity could be expected from the 


plates surrounding the core, Emmett said. Those 
plates would have to be replaced periodically, but the 
radioactive disposal would be substantially less than 
with present nuclear generators, he said.

FTC in major 
tobacco probe 


Business Week magazine has disclosed that the 


Federal Trade Commission has quietly launched 
"what promises to be the most intensive investigation 
of the tobacco industry ever undertaken." . 
' 
In its issue of July 5, the magazine said that 


subpoenas have been served on the six major tobacco 
companies and that these demand that by July 15 all 
of the market research conducted by them during the 
past 12 years must be turned over to the agency. 


The six companies served are: American Tobac- 


co Co.; Brown & Williamson Tobacco Co.; Liggett & 
Myers Tobacco Co.; P. Lorillard Co.; Philip Morris, 
Inc.; and R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Cq. 


Business Week said tobacco industry officials 


. have no confidence in either the objectivity or confi- 
dentiality of the FTC probe and are claiming that the 
voluminous materials sought are literally impossible 
for them to produce by the federal de'adline. 


"In addition to market research, the FTC has 


demanded copies of every advertisement prepared by 
•the industry during the past decade. The agency will 
.also examine, for the first time, the various promo- 
'tional events the companies. sponsor — music 
festivals, auto racing, and tennis tournaments," Busi- 
ness Week said. 
• 


IT POINTED. OUT that while company 


executives are simmering over the subpoenas, they 
are closely watching several bills in Congress, includ- 
ing one introduced by Sen. Gary Hart (D.-Colo.), that 
also could disrupt their operations. "The most devas- 
tating bill, in the eyfis of the tobacco companies, is 
one that creates a health tax.based or..lhe:!sr and 
nicotine content of cigarettes," Business Week said. 


The publication said further that tobacco men 


fear the FTC "undoubtedly will.join in the effort to 


• .regulate tar and nicotine content. There also could be . 


recommendations to bar advertising in print media 
with female and youthful audiences. Others could be 
to exclude all cigarette advertising that depicts 
scenes of models frolicking in festive surroundings, 
or ads that attempt to leave the impression that 
! certain cigarettes are safer than others." 


Company officials are claiming they can not 


meet the FTC's deadline. At Brown ^Williamson'. 
Tobacco Corp., the industry's third 
1 biggest, a spokes- 


man says the documents demanded would make a 
stack 483-feet high, R. J. Reynolds, the giant of the 
industry, says the scope of the subpoena represents 
"thousands of manhours" and one ad agency, which 
handles only two of the 135 brands on the marjiet, 
claims that to comply would mean turning over 
250,000 pages of documents.

Attempts are being made by a 


group of South Bay business people 
to form a state-chartered bank in 
Carson with an initial capitalization 
of $2 million. 


That information became 


known with a champagne party at 
the Ford dealership of Don Kqt't, 
one proponent of the Carson City 
Bank, to celebrate the completion 
of documentation for the charter 
application. 


"The city of Carson was gra- 


cious enough to let us use its VIP 
mailing list which starts with 
President Ford and runs down to 
the members of the city's Bicenten- 
nial committee," said another 
proponent, Kathrryn T. Burns, 
Palos Verdes Penninsula realtor 
and businesswoman. 


Others involved in the proposal 


are Carson businessman John Peo- 
ples; David Isa, a Torrance certi- 
fied public accountant; John M. 
Mills, a Los Angeles businessman 


and 20-year teacher of economics 
at El Camino College; and attor- 
neys Anthony John Ward and Rob- 
ert Gaunt, both of Torrance. 


Capitalization for the project 


would come from sale of. 200,000 
shares of stock at $10 per share 
with each of the directors commit- 
ting up to $75,000 and outside inves- 
tors limited to less than five per 
cent of the stock each.

;;; - The light green of Canadian troops, the dark-gray of 
.State Police, the powder-blue of city cops, that's the 
• :color scheme for the XXI Olympiad, colors muted by 


sadness, pastels darkened by tragedy. 


"Nothing's gonna happen this time," Bob Ranson 


said. 


"Nothing's gonna go wrong. You watch and see. We 


got 300 police in this building alone. Twelve hours on, 
twelve hours off. Seven days a week. No days off from 
now.'til it's over. 


"I'll tell you how it's gonna work," he said. "Look 


down there, in the parking lot. The bus comes in with 
the athletes, it pulls in there and they jack it up. 


"They search .underneath the bus. The soldier on 


board, he's got a long rod with a mirror. He can check 
in the roof of the bus to .make sure no one's up there. 


"The bus pulls in to a check point. Everybody goes 


through the metal detector.- Everybody files through 
that clump of trees there for one.more search. No.one, 
but no one, except police, state cops and the soldiers 
may carry a gun. 


"The athlete won't mix with the public if his event 


is in the stadium or the swimming place or the velo- 
drome. 


- "They walk out the door and go down a tunnel, 


come out the other side of Viau St. down another tunnel, 
and out the other side of Sherbrooke, and into the 
stadium." 


What hath man wrought? An Olympiad with ath- 


letes crammed like rabbits in depressing little warren- 


like rooms, barely blinking at the sunlight before tip- 
toeing into tunnels on the way to run-and jump and 
throw. 


Or, if they ride the bus to a distant game site, 


hunkered down in their seats while an armed guard 
scans the traffic for terrorists. 


"It's better this way," Ranson said. "Better to have 


a soldier on the bus than have an athlete sitting there, 
scared, wondering what might happen." 


The scent of fear ... what will it do to the runners, 


the jumpers, the throwers? It is not something you can 
measure the way you could measure the thin oxygen in 
Mexico City. 


Nor can anyone forecast what the cramped ugliness 


of the Olympic Village will do to performances in the 
XXI Olympiad. 


Twelve athletes to a two-bedroom apartment, skit- 


tish as race horses. Thin walls barely muffling the 
grumbles in the next apartment. One man's stereo 
invading another man's silence. 


Short, narrow beds. The mayor claims the village 


will be a place "of residence, where comfort which is 
less important, will give way to a living humanism and 
continuous animation." 


Twelve men to a shower. Who knows about living 


humanism, but the situation calls for continuous anima- 
tion. ' 


The apartments are dumb little boxes barren pf 


privacy because the corridors are on the outside and 
people will be walking by, peering into windows at all 
hours.' 


Escape from this wretched environment won't -be 


easy. Slow, small elevators groan down from 17,18, 19. 
Capacity is 16, but that's 16 jockeys. Athletes on 'the 
upper floors are doomed to endless waits or leg-knotting 
walks. 


The memories come pounding back. The Olympic 


Village in Munich, building 31, the bullet-shattered door, 
the blood stain on the sidewalk that would not be 
scrubbed away. 


The wind swirls about us on the roof. It is thick and 


damp with the threat of rain.. I pray for Bob Hanson's 
vigilance and for the soldier who walks that solitary 
path six feet from the fence, and for the athletes who 
will be living in those joyless cells.

NEWS ITEM: Cash Gifts From Col- 


leges, Says Schoolboy. 


We all know, or suspect, the improper 


use of gifts, cash and otherwise, to build 
collegiate powerhouses in sports. The 
NCAA tries to police it, finds an occasion- 
al violation, slaps an occasional wrist, 
and goes on to the next violation. Obvi- 
ously, the punishments are not sufficient- 
ly severe, or why would the violations 
continue so prevalent? Why would 
coaches and universities, these institu- 
tions which devote courses to ethics, con- 
tinue to take chances by bribing high 
school kids to come with them?

New X rays of

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. John Helcher, D- 


MonL, said Friday it may become necessary to dig 
up and X-ray virtually every underground .weld on 
the trans-Alaska oil pipeline, delaying its completion. 


Melcher said that a private auditing company 


hired by the Interior Department to sort out valid 
weld X rays from questionable or missing X rays on 
the pipeline has found the records so confused that it 
could not carry out the audit.

Unless Alyeska, the oil consortium building the

Above-ground welds, comparatively accessible,

"It's a sad day," Melcher said after hearing 


interior's testimony, "because this jeopardizes the 
schedule of the pipeline." 


The problems of welds on the pipeline first 


emerged last August when Alyeska found discrepan- 
cies between the findings of the quality control agents 
of Bechtel Corp., the major contractors, ana the 
reports of a subcontractor hired to X-ray the welds 
before the pipe was installed. 


Interior Undersecretary Kent Frizzell said it 


appeared that X rays of some welds were duplicated 
and falsely used to represent inspections of other 
welds. 


Alyeska checked its records and placed some 


3,000 out of 31 ,000 welds on a suspect list 


Melcher said the auditing firm of Arthur Ander- 


son Associates was hired to determine which welds 
were properly X rayed and certified and which were 
not. 


Melcher said he would hold further hearings 


later this month to find out who was responsible for 
checking the quality of pipeline construction. 


The Interior Department and Alyeska have been 


looking into the possibility of checking underground 
welds from inside the pipe, with a new technique 
called "acoustical holography," which would avoid 
digging down to the outside of the pipe. 


But Melcher said he doubted that Interior could 


legally accept such a substitute for X ray, which is 
specifically required in the department's stipulations 
for pipeline construction.

"At this moment, 
8:30 a.m. (9:30 p.m. EDT 
Thursday) on July 2, 1976, 
the Vietnamese nation is 
officially considered as a 
unified country from Cao 
Lang to Cao Mau." 


Cao Lang is the north- 


ernmost point of what was 
formerly North Vietnam 
and Cau Mau is the south- 
ern peninsula of the for- 
mer South Vietnam. 


The formal reunification 


announcement was some- 
thing of an anticlimax, 
since Hanoi and Saigon 
have described Vietnam 
as one during the past 
year. J3ut the two halves 
maintained separate gov- 
ernment machineries and 
leaders until Friday. 


As many Western ob- 


servers had anticipated, 
all but one high govern- 


ment office went to North 
Vietnamese leaders rather 
than to those who had 
fought in the South. 


The exception was 


Nguyen Huu Tho, former 
president of the Provision- 
al Revolutionary Govern- 
ment of South Vietnam, 
who will be one of two vice 
presidents. The other will 
be Nguyen Luong Bang, 
North Vietnam's vice 
president since 1969. 


The largely ceremonial 


post of president went to 
88-year-old Ton Due 
Thang, formerly North 
Vietnam's head of state. 
Pham Van Dong, a skilled 
and suave 
administrator 


and diplomat, retained his 
title of premier. 


Truong Chinh, a hard- 


liner and reputedly pro- 
Chinese, will be chairman 
of the standing committee 
of the Assembly. 


There was no initial in- 


dication that changes 
would occur in the highest 
r a n k s of V i e t n a m ' s 
Communist Party, the Lao 
Dong, where all major 
decisions are made and 
where real power lies. 


Most Vietnam watchers 


say the top five men in the 
party's 11-man Politburo 
are First Secretary Le 
Duan; followed by Chinh, 
Dong, Southerner Phan 
Hung and Nguyen Vo 
Giap, the general who 
routed the French at Dien 
Bien Phu. 


The top leadership is 


composed of aging veter- 
ans, most of them in.their 
late 60s. Almost all helped 
found the Communist 


Party, fought the Japa- 
nese and the French and 
finally directed the strug- 
gle against the United 
States and the Saigon gov- 
ernments it backe5 during 
the last war. 


Vietnam-was divided by 


the 1954 Geneva agree- 
ment that followed the 
French defeat at Dien 
Bien Phu. The last Ameri- 
cans were withdrawn from 
the South on April 30,1975, 
following the Communist 
victory. 


Since then, the United 


States has refused to 
recognize either Viet- 
namese government and 
has vetoed their applica- 
tions for membership in 
the United Nations.

graphies of some top offi- 
cials elected Friday were 
compiled from authorita- 
tive sources: 


F48—President Ton Due 


Thang held the same posi- 
tion in North Vietnam 
since the death of Viet- 
nam's revolutionary giant, 
Ho Chi Minn, in 1969. At 
88, he is not considered a 
significant figure and is 
not a member of the all- 
powerful party Politburo. 


His anti-French activi- 


ties as a leader of student 
strikes forced him into 
exile. He returned to Viet- 
nam in 1927 and enrolled 
in Uncle Ho's Revolution- 
ary Youth League. Thang 
later spent 15 years in jail 
for complicity in murder 
and sedition. He was one 
of the more extremist 
members of North Viet- 
nam's Communist Party.

agency said the event is 
marred'by seven million 
citizens out of work, infla- 
tion, street crime, drug 
abuse, racial tension and 
corruption in high places. 


-The Tass report said: 
"Owing to a number of' 
objective factors and a 
fortunate concurrence of 
circumstances, the United 
States has grown into a 
big capitalist power with a 
highly developed econo- 
my, science and technol- 
ogy." 


But it added, "The gap 


between America's aspira- 
tions and reality is still 
great and ... America is 
still very far from attain- 
ing the goals it set before 
itself 200 years ago." This 


view, it said, was express- 


, ed even by President Ford 


in a Bicentennial state- 
ment. 


The article continued: 
"Millions of Americans 


find no occasion to cele- 
brate this year. There are 
over seven million jobless 
in the country, inflation is 
on the increase, prices are 
soaring while purchasing 
power is falling. There are 
also many social problems 
such as crime, drug addic- 
tion, alcoholism, strained 
racial relations and many 
others. Corruption is wide- 
spread in top political 
echelons.'
